Almost any other country 
in the world would settle the matter 
in its present stage as a mere matter 
of business. There is little doubt that 
this could be done on a basis of Brit- 
ish sovereignty and local autonomy. It 
is hardly possible that British pride, 
which is so sensitive, fears that the 
world might say that Hs forces were 
unable to conquer countries now oc- 
cupied if given sufficient time. There 
are signs that the government is be- 
ginning to ponder the question as a 
business proposition, provided that the 
essential point of assertion of British 
sovereignty is conceded. 

Any proposition that Delarey might 
make at the present moment would re- 
ceive most friendly consideration from 
the British government and people. He 
was politically opposed to Kruger and 
was against the policy which led up 
to the present war. He is a sound 
Statesmen, as well as a great com- 
mander. He must realize that now is 
an opportunity to obtain the best pos- 
sible terms for his countrymen; and 
it is a reasonable deduction, aside from 
direct reports on the subject, that he 
will not allow this opportunity of his 
own creation to pass without making 
use of It.

It is to the credit 
of the country that it refuses to ac- 
cept the foolish attempts to minimize 
the significance of the heavy blow to 
British prestige. It is quite true that 
from a strictly military point of view, 
Lord Methuen's defeat was of less con- 
sequence to the English campaign than 
what the Boers suffer every time that 
Lord Kitchener captures a hundrea 
prisoners. This fact fails in any de- 
gree to save British pride. 
It was confidently believed a week 
ago that the war would be practically 
finished by the coronation. This hope 
has now been abandoned and the peo- 
ple of England are trying to summon 
up suffiient courage for another sac- 
rifice of men and treasure. There are 
today, however, certain more cheerful 
whispers. A report is current in 
Downing street that Lord Kitchener 
has gone to Klerksdorp to have a talk 
with Lord Methuen, and this is prob- 
ably true. 
The belief prevails in responsible 
quarters that Delarey communicated 
fully to Methuen the views, aspira- 
tions and demands of the Boer lead- 
and that they are more 
moderate. More than that, it Is be- 
lieved that Lord Kitchener will advise 
that the British government accept 
them.

—The Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company has won its fight 
for a ferry landing on Terminal 
Island by a decision of the Su- 
preme Court. The Los Angeles 
Terminal Land Company was 
the opposing party in the suit. 

The realty company bought 
the island in 1892. The lot 
where the ferry landing is to be 
built was sold to the Catalina 
Yacht Club four years later. 
The yacht club decided not to 
use the property and sold it to 
the Southern Pacific Company. 

One of the conditions under 
which the land was first sold 
was that nothing should be done 
to it which would injure the in- 
terests of the realty company. 
When the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany began to build the ferry it 
became evident that the busi- 
ness of the Terminal Railway 
Company would be injured, and 
litigation commenced. 

The lower court decided in 
favor of the Terminal Land 
Company, but the Supreme 
Court reversed that decision. It 
is held that a ferry will be of 
great convenience to the public 
and that the personal covenant 
embodied in the original sale 
cannot legally prohibit the pro- 
posed improvement.

LONDON, March 15.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Some sensational statements 
have been made here recently respect- 
ing the young King of Spain. It has 
been hinted not obscurely that he is 
weak-minded. These reports are 
grossly exaggerated. The actual facts 
are that a short time ago the Papal 
Nuncio in Madrid wrote to the Pope 
that Alfonso was not qualified to take 
over at present the full functions of 
kingship, because his intellectual] facul- 
ties, in spite of careful training, were 
insufficiently developed for his high 
estate. He also stated that the King’s 
bodily health, though good, was not 
excellent; In fact, that he was mentally 
and physically inferior to the average 
young aristocrat of his age. There was, 
therefore, grave fear that the develop- 
ment of King Alfonso’'s faculties would 
be seriously retarded should he be now 
called to assume the active duties of 
governing sovereign. 

The Nuncio wrote with the knowledge 
and approval of the Queen Regent, who 
at the same ‘time asked the holy 
father’s advice. The Pope replied that 
upon the Nunecio’s report a prolonga- 
tion of the regency. for three or four 
years appeared to be imperative, but 
that before pronouncing his final opin- 
ion. he would like to see his godson. 

Such is the position today. There is 
reason to believe that Queen Regent 
Christiana and King Alfonso will pay 
a private visit to Rome in Easter week. 


SAGASTA TRIUMPHS. 
QUEEN SURRENDERS TO HIM.

HICAGO SKY SCRAPERS 
LIKELY TO TUMBLE. 


AIR AND GASSES ARE EATING 
INTO STEEL FRAMEWORK. 


Gen. William Sooy Smith Says That 
the Condition of Some of the Tall 
Buildings is Nothing Short of a Pub- 
lic Outrage. 


THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

CHICAGO, March 15.-—-“The steel 
framework in many of the big bulld- 
ings In the business district of Chicago 
is corroding, making them very dan- 
Kerous. It is only a question of a few 
years when these buildings will fall 
to the ground.” 

The above statement was made by 
Gen. William Sooy Smith at the 
thirty-fifth annual dinner of the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Board. He added 
that the steel framework of some of 
the sky scrapers is in the condition 
stated, and it is nothing short of a 
public outrage. The speaker explained 
that his statements were based on per- 
senal observations and investigations. 

“The steel framework imbedded in 
concrete will last 2000 years,” he said. 
“But the steel framework in many of 
the big bulldings is left free to the 
action of the air and gases, which cir- 
culate through the tile and space about 


the steel. 

“The owners of these structures 
have the steel painted with oil. This 
oi] will withstand the 


process about three years. 
gins the corroding of the steel, and 
within a few years your sky scraper 
will fall.” 

The speaker sald that the elevated 
road structures would not withstand 
the corrosion. He asserted that within 
ten years they would be dangerous, 
and within twenty years out of serv- 
ice. The corrosion of one-fifth the 
thickness of the steel framework of 
the structures, he said, would render 
them incapable of bearing their own 
weight.

NEW YORK, March 15.—Mlle. Vera 
Gelo again figures in the sensational 
chronicles of Paris, says the corre- 
spondent of the Herald. It will be re- 
membered that this young Russian 
student tried to shoot M. Deschannel 
at the Sorbonne, and fatally wounded 
her friend, Mile. Zelennin, for which 
the Assizes Court ordered hefe expelled 
from France. It will be remembered 
also that she returned to Russia in 
company with her dead friend's 
brother, who it was said, intended to 
marry her. - 

But Vera preferred death to matri- 
mony. On Tuesday evening a carpen- 
ter named- Villenuve, employed at the 
Port Royal floating baths, whith are 
now moored off the Ile des Cygnes, 
saw a well-dressed young woman 
throw herself into the Seine. Ile 
jumped into a boat with a friend, and 
rowed out to the drowning woman. 
They had great difficulty in rescuing 
her. She fought and struggled, ery- 
ing, “Let me alone. I wish to die.” 

On being conveyed to the emergency 
station she confessed that her name 
was Vera Gelo. She said when she 
returned to Russia, and after her 
father died, she returned to Paris to 
die. The police commissary allowed 
the prisoner to g9, after promising to 
give up her funereal Intention.

March 15.—[By Atlantic (a- 
bie.] The Parisians are keenly in- 
terested in the developments of a quar- 
rel between Sara Bernhardt and 
Catulle Mendes, the author and poet, 
about the production of the latter's 
poetical drama, “Sainte Therese,” 
which has been promised to the 
“Mme. Bernhardt 
heard of the drama, begged to be ol- 
lowed to produce it, and Mendes with- 
drew it from the Comedie Francaise 
and gave it to her, under stipulations 
insuring a good run. Mendes sub- 
sequently took it back, when in full 
rehearsal, on the ground that Mme. 
Rernhardt had made arrangements to 
zo to London, which precluded a sat- 
isfactory run for “Sainte Therese.” 
‘The story has been told in a series 
of remarkable letters exchanged  be- 
tween Mme. Bernhardt and Mendes, 
which the latter published, The let- 
ters are most amusing with their 
mutual, gushing compliments and 
poetical forms of address, which, how- 
ever, deteriorated into the chilliest ex- 
pressions as the quarrel ame em-

sponded to his “Despotic sovereign,” 
— the piece for the coming sea- 


ag Bernhardt then replied to her 
“Darling friend.” promising to /pro- 
duce it March 1. Mendes thereupon 


telegraphed asareply: “ 
The play and the author are yours.” 

Rut later he heard that Mme. 
Bernhardt was making conflicting ar- 
rangements, and telegraphed for ex- 
planations. time Mme. Bern- 
merely 
.” and said that her arrange- 

nts did not affect the production of 
the place. M. Mendes was not satis- 
fied. boat was induced to leave’ the 
play with Mme. Bernhardt. The re- 
hearsals were begun, but Mendes says 
he found Mme. “Bernhardt had let her 
theater to an Italian company for a 
period which rendered the promised 
run impossible. He realized that all 
not plain sailing for “Sainte 
Therese,” and got back his manu- 
acript, after which he wrote her, “I 
wlll place in a drawer strewn with 
red roses, —— of my admiration 
for ra t, and with violets, 
emblems of her fickleness.” 

The last communication of Mendes 
was written in the third person, and 
was addressed to “Madame Sarah 
Bernhardt.” 

Mme. Bernhardt replied to the pub- 
lication of these letters by explaining 
that Mendes was wrong about the ar- 
rengements which he thought would 
interfere with his play. She intended 
to give it a run of twenty nights, and 
could not arrange for a longer run, 
because of the risk of losing her long 
season, which brings a large sum of 
money. and complained that Mendes 
resorted to a trick to get back the 
manuscript, which, he said, was only 
needed for a few corrections. Mme. 
Bernhardt concluded her letter as fol- 
lows: 

“In ae terrible fit of despair and tears 
I drowned my illusions, hepes, admira- 
tion and my friendship for that man. 
1 came out of this crisis a physical 
wreck with my brain in a whirl, but 
my will safe and sound. As long as I 
live I never shall see Catulle Mendes 
again.” 

Mendes on reading this, telegraphed 
as follows to Mme. Bernhardt: “Is it 
not silly for us to quarrel, when in 
reality we love one another’’ 

The author-poet then offered to give 
“Sainte Therese” to Mme. Bernhardt, 
if she would only promise to run it 
while it was drawing money. Mme. 
Bernhardt did not even reply to this 
communication, whereupon Mendes 
wrote to the Temps, replying to all the 
points of Mme. Bernhardt's letter, and 
concluding, after a fervid outburst of 
admiration for her, that he would 
await “ ‘Repentance in her dear, royal, 
cruel heart 

The matter thus remains, without 
hope of a reconciliation,

Living on the 
road with his father and mother he is 
continually in a show atmosphere, and 
absorbs much of its actor spirit. He 
has a precocious memory, and usually 
knows most of the words of the prin- 
cipal acts on the bill. He has learned 
during his week in Los Angeles all of 
the talk of Warren and Bianchard up 
to the point where the comedian 
threatens to push a warm custard pie 
into the singer's face for saying 
“either” to rhyme with “cider.” Last 
summer while with his parents at a 
park in St. Louis, he astonished the 
company one afternoon by giving an 
imitation of the German dialect of 
Gus Williams, the headliner.

APITALIST CHAPMAN 
FIGHTING RAILROADS. 


SANTA ANITA MAN'S UNIQUE AND 
PEPPERY DOCUMENT. 


- 


Answers in Quiet-title Suit, Stating 
That Railway Company Claims not 
Only Products of His Land, but a'so 
Land Itself. 


A. B. Chapman, the capitalist. wh» 
owns large tracts of land in the oid 
Rancho Santa Anita, out beyond Pasa. 
dena, has his ax. out for the railroad 
companies. 

He filed a unique document in the =u- 
perior Court yesterday. 

Last month the Southern California 
Railway Company filed a suit against 
him and others who had become pur- 
chascrs of his !ands, secking to yquict 
titte to a right of way through his 
property, the company claiming to have 
been the owner of and In possession of 
the same for more than ten years, Yes- 
terday Chapman filed an answer to the 
complaint, alleging that he had ownr2 
the land for upwarda of thirty years. 
holding part of it under a chain of con- 
veyancesa from the Mexican government 
and under patent of the United States, 
during all of which time he has culti- 
vated the same and paid taxes thereon. 

Then Chapman flashes his ax, in the 
following words: 

“And alleges that for many years past 
defendant has paid to the plaintiff and 
its associate railroad company the ma- 
jor portion of all that his lands nave 
produced for hauling the product there- 
of to market, until he had reached the 
belief that said railway companies had 
a prospective right to so much of the 
products of said lands as they deem 
it proper to take, but defendant had no 
knowledge, unti] the service upon firm 
of the complaint in this action, that the 
said railroad company claimed not only 
what defendant's lands might produce, 
but title in fee also to his rancho.” 

Whereupon Chapman asserts that the 
company’s occupancy of any parts of 
his lands is unlawfu!, and he wants the 
court to declare that it must get off. 

He further states that in 1886 he 
agreed to let the railroad run over the 
property provided the company would 
maintain thereon a station to be known 
as Chapman, and build a suitable de- 
pot, where al! trains would stop ‘to take 
on or let off passengers. 

“But,” says the answer, “the con'pany 
has wholly failed, during the whole 
period, to compiy with the terms of his 
agreement, other than to erect a sign- 
board at the crossing of Walnut ave- 
nue and said railway. with the name 
‘Chapman’ painted thereon, and to erect 
at said crossing a small barnilke 
structure of one room, with no doors 
or windows. or any conveniences or 
accommodations such as are custom- 
arily provided at railwr stations.” 

And, moreover, he says, but very few 
trains ever stop at Charman. 

His attorney is Charies Lantz, Esq.

JIM GRAY CRACKED. 
HIS FINE MUST BE PAID. 

Jim Gray, the pestiferous labor agi- 
tator, got a crack from Judge Smith 
yesterday. 

Last November Gray was convicted 
of disturbing the peace of 8. W. Hib- 
bard, a non-union man, et Hughes’ 
planing mill on Central avenue, and 
was fined $10 by Police Judge Morgan. 
An appeal was promptly taken by Gray 
through his attorney, “El Hutch,’ and 
yesterday Judge Smith affirmed the 
judgment of the lower court. 

An effort was made on app?al to snow 
that the evidence elicited at the trial 
did not sustain the judgment. 

“I have carefully examined the testi- 
mony in this case,"’ said Judge Smith, 
“and am unable to discover upon what 
the defendant can base his contention. 
Ss. W. Hibbard, W. W. Murray and 
Jerry Elsinger all testified to sufficient 
facts to sustain the complaint, and 
even the testimony of the defendant 
himself is to the same effect. So the 
judgment must be affirmed.” 

Gray cailed Hibbard a “dirty scab.”

ARMLY CHERISHED 
IS LAWYER'S MEMORY. 


MEMORIAL RESOLUTIONS PASSED 
FOR HON. J. A. ANDERSON. 


Los Angeles Bar Association Holds Big 
Meeting to Honor a Latcly-deceased 
Member, Who Was Eulogized as a 
Great Jurist and a Perfect Gentleman. 


Resolutions in memory of the late 
most eminent and cultured members of 
the legal profession in California, were 
adopted yesterday, at a largely-at- 
tended meeting of the Los Angeles Bar 
Association. Judge Shaw, president of 
the association, presided. The Commit- 


tee on Resolutions, comprising Messrs. 
W. F. Fitggerald, Alex. Campbell, 
Stephens. T. L. Winder, 
Ben Goodrich, H. E. Carter and I 


B. Dockweller, made its report through 
ex-Judge Fitzgerald, who accompanied 
his presentation with words of highest 
tuibute io the dead jurist. 

The memorial and resolutions were 
ir the following beautiful language: 

Judge Anderson lived a long life of 
untiring industry and great usefulness; 
and died, full of years, but still in 
the undiminished possession of those 
splendid faculties which had carried 
him to the forefront of his profes- 
sion, and gdined him the unqualified 
admiration, love and respect of his 
fellow-men. 

He was born at Warrentown, N. C., 
on July 11, 1826—just as the nineteenth 
century Was gathering strength for 
that march of events and those works 
ot achlevement which marked the 
birth of a new era in human thought 
and advancement. His father was of 
Scotca parentage, and his mother, of 
Irish: from the one he inherited those 
sturdy virtues which made him un- 
swerving in his love of truth, his 
hatred of wrong and oppression, and 
his belli.’ In the precept and practi-e 
of uprighiness end integrity; from the 
other, in addition to the same quali- 
t'es, that biilliancy of mind anol 
clearness of iatellect which he  pos- 
sessed to such a rare degree; and freuen 
both, that ceep religious temperament 


which rounded his character Into the 
cant-free, but perfect, Christlan 
tleman. 

His earl) ilfe was passed near La 


Crange, where his family hat 


moved when he was about 2 years 
old. Much of his boyhood and early 
youth was passed in the open-air 


sports of the fleld and forest; and 
thus, and afterward, while at college, 
by consistent and healihful exercise, he 
laid the foundation of physical health 
and endurance which stood him in such 
excellent stead during the long subse- 
quent years of incessant work which 
characterized the practice of his pro- 
fession. 

Mie received his academical training 

at Jubliee College, Ilinols, a sectarian 
institution, conducted by the Epliscopa!l 
Church; and he studied law with his 
uncle, Walker Anderson, an eminent 
attorney of Jacksonville, Fla. He en- 
tered into the practice of law at the 
age of 21, at La Grange, but shortly 
afterward moved to Memphis, Tenn., 
where he continued to practice, untill 
the sterner duties of those stirring 
times cailed him from his office and 
his home—he had married tn the mean. 
while—to serve under that flag in the 
defense of which he believed his duty 
lay. 
He first volunteered as a private sol- 
dier of the Confederacy in 1861; and 
again, in February, 1862, when the 
term of his first enlistment exptred. 
Two months later he was detailed to 
organize a cavalry company at his old 
home, La Grange, which he succeeded 
in doing, and of which he was elected 
captain. In this capacity he served 
through the remainder of the war, un- 
der Gens. Willlam H. Jackson, Van 
Dorn, Forest and Stephen D. Lee, tin 
many campaigns and through many 
battles, gaining for himeelf, in his 
earnest devotion to his duty here, as 
always, the sobriquet of “Fighting Jim 
Anderson.” 

When the war ended, ft ended with 
him forever: and, having fought for 
his State as his conscience dictated, anda 


lost, he ever afterward, with the same 
zeal and loyalty, fought, and fought 
well, the battles of peace, gaining 
those victories ‘no less renowned than 
wars'’—a man in whom the love of our 
common country was streng and whose 
efforts were always for the genera] 


good, 

After the war, he resumed his prac- 
tice in Memphis, where he served one 
term as Circuit Judge, and where he 
remained unti! 1880: then. after a short 
stay in Texas, he went to Tucson, Ariz., 
and from there, in 1885, he came to Los 
Angeles. Here he entered into a 
partnership with one of your commit- 
tee, and with his son, J. A. Anderson, 
Jr.; and they for a number of years 
practiced under the firm name of An- 
derson, Fitzgerald & Anderson. When 
this copartnership was dissolved by 
the appointment of Judge Fitzgerald 
to the Supreme Court Commission in 
1891, Judge Anderson continued the 
practice of the law in partnership with 
the son already mentioned, and later, 
with him and other of his gons. 

He died on the &th of the present 
month, at the ripe age of nearly sev- 
enty-six vears, surrounded by his wife 
and children, and so peacefuily§ that 
his passing was but the parting of the 
golden cord, which, “worn to a thread, 
snapped while he slept.” 

As aman and a citizen, we all knew 
and loved him. There is none among 
us who has not felt the kindly, up- 
lifting influence of his character. His 


life speaks for itself, and in the emo-

As a husband and father, he leavesa 
widow and children whose profound 
grief and reverential love speak elo- 
quently.

He avoided the 
mistake of looking at his side only of 
a case, but always thoroughly consid- 
ered the opposite side as well, and 
having thus prepared himself, entered 
upon the contest, fully equipped, with 
great zeal, ardor and force, often car- 
rying conviction to the minds of those 
who at first doubted the soundness of 
his position. 

Though of a highly nervous organ- 
ization, he never in the trial of a case 
permitted his impulses to get the bet- 
ter of his judgment, or to lead him 
into any discourtesy toward opposing 
counsel. 

In the practice of his profession, he 
was eminently fair and just, and in- 
capable of taking any questionable ad- 
vantage. His quick perception and 
power of clear analysis enabled him to 
master the details of a case with more 
than ordinary facliity, but he never 
left anything undone to assure himself 
of the soundness of his position. 

In his relations with the bench and 
bar he was uniformly courteous and 
kind, and won the affection and respect 
of all who came Into familiar contact 
with him. ' 

He has left a splendid object lesson 
of the great lawyer and the perfect 
gentleman. 

In matters of religion Judge Ander- 
son was liberal and tolerant of the 
views of others. In early life he joined 
the Episcopal Church, and remained in 
that communion to the end. Soon after 
coming to Los Angeles he participated 
in the organization of Christ's Church 
parish, and thereupon became its se- 
nlér warden, and up to the time of his 
death occupied that position of trust 
and honor. When the diocese of Los 
Angeies was created he took an active 
part in the framing of its constitution 
and canons, He was a prominent 
member of each annual convention of 
the diocese, and he has been a member 
at all times of its standing committee. 
In all church matters his ripe judg- 
ment was displayed, and his views al- 
ways received the greatest considera- 
tion; therefore, be it

James A. Anderson, the bar of this 
State has been deprived of one of its 
ablest, most upright and distinguished 
members, and this community of one 
of its most highly respected and hon- 
ored citizens, whose spotiess life and 
stury manhood, combined with a char- 
acter of the purest simplicity, and 
amiability, endeared him to every one 
who knew him. 

Resolved, that to his devoted widow 
and family in their inconsolable grief 
and bereavement, we tender our heart-

The haul 
made this morning was an enormous 
one, estimated to be from sixteen to 
eighteen tons. The Alpha’s carrying 
capacity is from ten to twelve tons, and 
the extra six or eight tons will be re- 
leased, most of them in a bruised and 
battered conditon, to fall a prey to 
other larger fish. It does seem as 
though the cannery men might curb 
their rapacity sufficiently to leave this 
bay unmolested when they have all the 
rest of the island from which to take 
fish unquestioned.

Yellowtail and white sea bass are 
very much in evidence today.

PREACHER ©HUNS POLITICS. 


LONG BEACH, March 15.—Rev. 
Frank L. Norton, pastor of the Long 
Beach Baptist Church, publishes in the 
Long Beach Press a statement bearing 
on the evangelistic meetings now held 
at the Tabernacle. 

The meetings In question are joined 
in by several of the Long Beach 
churches, the Methodist and the Presby- 
terlan denominations being perhaps the 
foremost in them. Mr. Norton says that 
he wishes to correct a statement that 
has been given general circulation to 
the effect that the Baptist Church is 
not In sympathy with the meetings. 

“There is nothing this city needs,” 
he says, “so much as a revival of god- 
liness, but that does not necessarily 
mean a revival of religion. A revival 
of religion may mean a revival of 
pharasaism or ecclesiasticiem. Such a 
reviva! would lead to the domination 
of the church in politics, as well as in 
religion. The Baptists have alwuys 
fought against this union of church end 
Siate. When the church joins 
hands with political parties, both the 
church and the political party become 
corrupt. The minister whose heart is 
in a political campaign, cannot at the 
same time have his heart in a gotpel 
revival. 

“It wes thought by many that the 
union meetings were begun for the 
purpose of making votes for the coming 
election. [ said if that were go I would 
have nothing to do with it. I do not 
want to see a saloon in Long Beach, 
but, much as I dislike the liquor busi- 
ness, [ will not resort to the politician's 
tricks to fight the saloon. The history 
of the last election in Long Beach 
shows that some very intemperate and 
false statements were made concerning 


some excellent Christian men because 
they did not believe that prohibition 
Was the best way to deal with the 


liquor question.” 

In concluding, Mr. Norton says: “I 
am not only in sympathy with the 
union meetings, but I advised our peo- 
ple to close the revival In our own 
church at a time when the greatest 
interest was being manifested, in order 
that we might attend the union imeet- 
ings and help tn the work.”

INVESTMENTS IN BUSINESS PROP- 
ERTIES CONTINUE. 


Influence of Heavy Trading in Close- 
in Properties Felt in All Parts of 
the City—More Tall Business Build- 
ings Planned. 


The constant increase in the number 
and magnitude of investments is hav- 
ing the effeet of forcing the price of 
closegin, and well-placed business prop- 
erties, to a figure that is rather steep, 
as compared with other city proper- 
ties, or as estimated on the immediate 
uses that can be made of them. Pur- 
chasers, however, cannot be prevented 
from bidding against one another for 
choice propertiés, and when the consid- 
erations are paid in full in cash, and 
arrangements are at once made for 
spending more money in substantial 
business blocks than was invol in 
the purchase price af the ground, the 
transactions are certainiy devoid of 
any wildcat features. The prices of 
property throughout the city generally 
are still reasonable, but the expansive 
influences incidental to the extensive 
purchases that aye being made in all 
directiong nece*sarily produce a 
strong upward tendency, and conserv- 
atism in respect to rates is a virtue 
that owners and brokers would do well 
to Keep constantly in mind,

Busi C Bri Good Pri 
Among the sales of the past week, to 
be followed by immediate improve- 
ment, is that of the southeast corner 
of Spring and Fourth streets. The lot 
fronts 82 feet on Spring and 86.4 feet 
on Fourth street. It was purchased 
of John H. Gay, Jr., of San Diego, for 
$205,000, by a company composed of J.

The new 
building will be of steel frame, and 
iron, brick and terra cotta will be the 
principal materials used in its con- 
struction. The floors will be of tiling. 
and the interior facings of marble and 
brass, so that no woodwork of any 
kind will be required. The latest im- 
provements in construction will be util- 
ized, and when the house is finished it 
will be a fine specimen of the thor- 
oughly giodern office building. Exact 
estimates of its cost cannot as yet be 
had, but its owners expect that it wil! 
be between $200,000 and $300,000, and 
probably nearer the latter than the 
former figure.

Tetherington, alias William Trinidad, 
alias Robett Taylor, is a three-term 
convict who is well known to the local 
officers. he man.is remembered best 
by Talamantes, who arrested him 
twice before, and saw him convicted ia 
both cases. 

Under the name of Robert Taylor, he 
wes arrested April 24, 1895, on a charge 
of burglary. He was 19 years old at 
this time. His sentence was one year 
in San Quentin. His next arrest in 
Los Angeles was by Detectives Steele 
and Talamantes December 28, 1898. In 
the following January under the name 
of William Burna, he was convicted on 
a burglary charge, and was sent to San 
Quentin for two years, good time se- 
curing his release September 18, 1900. 
In the interim between his two ar- 
rests in Los Angeles he served another 
term in San Quentin under the name of 
William Trinidad.

Alexander, now 70 years old, is liv- 
ing at Hell (irade. Neb. He inserted 
an advertisement in a newspaper, and 
thus his whereabouts be®ime known. 
It developed that Lewis's children at- 
tended school where Alexander's daugh- 


ter acted as teacher, but the identifi- 
cation never became kuown. Every 
effort Is now bering made to find a 


trace of the third brother.

FIFE MURDER TRIAL. 


State Closes Without Producing Wit- 
ness That it Asserted Would Connect 


the Defendant Directly With Crime. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PKESS—A.M.] 

SAVANNAH (Mo.) Mareh 15.—In the 
trial of Stewart Fife for the murder of 
Frank W. Richardson, the State today 
practically closed its side of the case. 
.They asked, however, to be allowed to 
examine one other witness, Lydia Fu- 
son, who is ill, if she is able to come 
into court next week. The State pre- 
viously asserted that they would prove 
by this woman that Fife had made ad- 
missions to her after the murder of 
Richardson that would connect him 
with the crime.

The only time she had gone rid- 
ing with him was when her husband 
requested her to drive the horse to the 
public square and water it, telling her 
at the same time to take Fife along. 
When seen on the stone steps with 
Fife, she said she was looking for her 
husband, who was drunk. Richardson 
had taken a cure for drunkenness, and 
she told of his quarreling on the street 


with Fife. 
Witness shed tears when she said her 


husband was not abusive when sober, 
but only when drunk. She told the 
story of the murder as she related it 
at her own triel, a month ago.

The King usually retires to this room 
between the acts and receives there any 
friend among the audience whom he 
may wish to see. When he was Prince 
of Wales it was always wise to have 
his favorite champagne on ice, but 
nowadays it ts said he is exceedingly 
mindful of his physician's orders and 
rarely refreshes himself with anything 
more than a Httle whisky and soda. 

In order that the King may have 
greater privacy and a more iuxurious 
withdrawing-room, several of the prin- 
cipal theaters are making structural 
alterations today. It is the unwritten 
law, too, that, although the royal box 
may be sold for nights when the King 
doesn’t want it, yet if he should change 
his mind and make a sudden demand 
for it. the holder of the box would have 
to get out whether he liked it or not. 
MORE EXCLUSIVE AT THE RACES. 

The King’s new tendency to hold him. 


self aloof is going to b& marked notice- 
ably at the race courses this season. 
His Majesty isn't going to surrender 
his horses and his racing for anybody, 
but he is not going to be 2% accessible 
as hitherto. Alterations are being made 
at Epsom, Newmarket, Derby, San- 
down and Ascot to the end that the 
royal box shall be more completely cut 
off and more difficult of approach to 
ambitious folk, who have found it fairly 
easy hitherto to get themselves intro- 
duced into the royal surroundings and 
be seen by others in the King’s party, 
even if the King had expressed no 
burning desire to meet them. 


MILITARY TOPICS.

It is suggested by a writer in the 
Army and Navy Gazette of London, 
that the pay of an enlisted man in the 
British army ought to be regulated by 
his efficiency in rifle practice. a 
marksman getiing the highdest te, 
and a third-class shot the lowest. is, 
says the writer, “together with  fre- 
quent rifle matches, for which adequate 
money prizes (obtained from the en- 
trance fees.) could be gained, seems 
to me a very happy scheme.” 


In a recent order directing torpedo- 
boat destroyers to carry thelr own 
armament, when going from England 
to the Mediterranean, but not when 
taking long , as to China, for 
example, the British Admiralty state

IRELAND'S HOPES. 


St. Patrick's Day Opinions of Prominent 
Irish Patriols—The Future Full of Pro- 
mise for Irishmen. 


OMORROW, March 17, will be St. 

Patrick's Day, and _ Irishmen

JUSTIN M'’CARTHY HOPEFUL. 

Justin MeCarthy, the venerable ex- 
chairman of the Parliamentary party, 
writing from his residence, “Ashile- 
dene,” Westgate-on-Sea, in Kent, Eng... 
where he has lived since his retirement 
from parileamentary life and journal- 
istic pursuits, sends the following: 

“I have muth pleasure in sending a 
message to my countrymen and coun- 
trywomen in America for St. Patrick's 
I believe that the time is par- 
tidularly favorable for a hopeful mes- 
sage. Our great national cause has 
never seemed to me so full of promise 
as it does just now. I am myself, ow- 
ing to feeble health, a sort of exile 
from political life, but I watch with an 
ever-growing Mmterest and anxiety 
every movement thet concerns our 
; progress toward national seif-govern- 
ment. We have once again in the 
House of Commons an Irish national 
party thoroughly united and compell- 
ing more and more every’ day by its 
ability, its gincerity, and its untiring 
earnestness the respect even of tis 
political enemies, and we have outside 
Parilament a nation of Irishmen and 
Irishwomen at home and abroad abso- 
lutely united in zeal for the national 

Under circumstances 
these what message could 1 send 
fellow-countrymen in America but one 
of pride and pleasure and promise.” 
O'CONNOR'S REASON FOR HOPE. 

The Hon. T. P. O'Connor, that re- 
lentless liamentary advocate, who 
has cha ioned so many movements 
in Ireland's cause, writes as follows: 

“Il am full of hope for Ireland, more 
so than I have been for many years, 
A great new Irish movement, a great 
new Irish party, have-sprung up in 


the night, silently and speedily, and 
| England and the world generally, 
which so often forget Ireland, are 
awake to the fact that these two 


great forces must be faced. England 
sees Irishmen in the House of Com- 
mons crowding benches, which, for 
nearly ten years, were left deserted. 
There is unity where there was  de- 
spair, brotherly affection and co- 
operation, where the one consuming 
desire some time ago seemed to be 
that brother should destroy brother, 
even In the very face of the common 
enemy. 

“To one like me, who has seen all 
sides and phases of the Irish struggle, 
who knew kts days of glory under 
Parnell, and the destruction, disgust 
and despair in the ten years of division 
which followed his death, it is Hike a 
new birth to be on the Irish bench in 
Parliament today. We have a party 
of fine fellows, who, having proved 
their courage, devotion and: patriotism, 
are making a great fight in the grand 
battiefield of the imperial Parliament, 


careless of any opinion but §$ Irish 
opinion, knowing no?’ duty but their 
duty to Ireland, bound by no tradi- 


tions, but the traditions of Irish suf- 
fering and struggie. Let Irishmen in 
eard, and the close of the struggle 

may not be far off.” 

HON. T. W. RUSSELL’'S VIEWS. 

Hon. Thomas Wallace Russell, the 
leader of the Irish land. question in 
the House of Commons, and champion 
of the compulsory-sales movement, 
has always taken a prominent and in- 
telligent part In parliamentary 
quiriesr into the land laws, and has 
had much to do with making recent 
land acts. He has declined several! 
very lucrative governmental positions 
under England, saying that he  pre- 
ferred to devote the rest of his life 
to the Irish land fight. In Parlia- 
ment he represents an Ulster con- 
stituency, ani personaly is on the 
most friendly terms with all the Na- 
tionalist members. 

Russell's position is that the land 
acts were just, necersary and suffi- 
cient, but that the courts, governed 
by judges with landlord prejudices, and 
ignorant of the history of Irish land 
tenure, have persistently refused to 
give effect to the laws passed by Par- 
liament. 

Russell's plan is that the landlords 
shall be compulsorily expropriated, and 
at once. He is thus absolutely in ac- 
cord with the claims and purposes of 
the Nationalists. His late position in 
the conservative government, his. life- 
long connection with the Unionists, his 
thorough acquaintance with the ‘legal 
intricacies of the land laws, and his 
personal vigor will secure him a hear- 
ing In the House of Commons, which 
no Nationalist could expect to obtain. 
Hi« voluntary sacrifice of a well-paid 
official position is a proof of his 
earnestness, which will appeal to many 
Englishmen. He is an acute parila- 
mentarian, and a vigorous talker. 
Mr. Russell, writing from the House 
of Commons, about ten days ago, 
speaks confidently of his work, as fol. 
lows: 
one thought In Ireland now is 
in regard to the great work of the new 
league of North and South, to secure 
the land for the people who till it. 
In regard to land reform generally, 
there has been In the past too much 


to enter into and profit by the labors 
of others. 

“Now, I believe that spirit ts gone, 
and forever.

“This St. Patrick's Day will be one 
of the brightest we have had in many 
a year. Once more our people at home 
are united, and once again their rep- 
reséentatives in no small measure dom- 
inate the House of Commons. 

“Of course it is true. that the mem- 
bers of the Irish party cannot In a 
great burry carry the measures we re- 
quire.

been not a few rare books: Do you 
say incredible? It was, I think, miracu- 
ulous, but the thing has happened. A 
drunkard will always get drink, and 
a bookman will always have books. 

A splendid library with a carved 
bookcase and precious folios may mean 
Various things: that an ancestor has 
been «a book collector or that the owner 
is very rich and considers splendid 
books a part of his house equipment. 
The library may or may not prove the 
owner to be a book lover. . You cannot 
be quite certain about the man till you 
have met him, and then he might be a 
disappointment, like the owner of a 
fine collection of sacred art, 
one interest in his pictures is a bitter 
regret that he cannot sell them and 
turn their value into solid cash. But 
you enter a young man’s room and 
look around to gather what sort he is 
before he comes in. Quite an agdinary 
room such as is let to lodgers, but 
what is this on the wall? A hanging 
bookcase not large, but still contain- 
ing forty volumes. Good books all and 
carefully selected, and yes, I declare, 
well read. Tour or five of Carlyle, 
Lamb's *Essays,’’ something of Tenny- 
son and Browning, the “Antiquary,” 
“Henry Esmond,’ Emerson's “Essays,” 
Hawthorne’s “Scarlet Letter,” and a 
Keats. Without seeing the man you 
dare to prophesy that he does not 
drink, nor gamble, nor play the fool, 
that he has fine tastes and high ideas, 
that he has a hold of things and am- 
bitions in life, also that in the bank 
where he is now a junior clerk, the 
manager has his eye upon him, and 
that he is in the way of promotion.

THE KING AS BREWTR, 


Put the Seeds of a Large Fortune 
into the Vats of Michael Bass’s Great 


Drink Factory. 

GPRCIAL CORRESPONDENTE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Feb. 26.—King Edward ar 
a brewer—and of particularly strong 
ale at that—is an idea that worries 
temperance folk in England more and 
more as details of His Majesty's ex- 
ploit at the Bass brewery on Satur- 
day come out, and the matter is go- 
ing to receive attention In next Sun- 
day's sermons, outside of the Estab- 
lished Church. 

Lord Burton, whose guest the King 
was on Saturday. was Micheel Bass 
before beer brought him first a bar- 
onetcy and then a barony. His freat 
brewerles at Burton-on-Trent were 
the especial object of the King's visit, 
and His Majesty paid for his board 
magnificently by manua! labor. It is 
estimated that the special brew which 
he begun with his own hand, and that 
will be the headiest ale that ever 
came from the neck of a bottle, will 
be worth more than champagne when 
it ia opened twenty years hence. And 
there are 144,000 gallons of it. 

His Majesty was evidently in espe- 
clally good spirits as he drove through 
the laviehly-decorated streets of the 
town in which 50,000 men, women and 
children get their living by the mak- 
ing of beer. Neither the townspeople 
nor the newspaper men were allowed 
in the malthouse while the King was 
there, but the brewery directors had 
put on an especially large force of 
men, so that every process might as- 
sume its full significance in the royal 
eyeer. The King was received by the 
Member of Parliament for the _ dis- 
trict, who showed him some of the 
barley from which the mait is made 
and casually mentioned the fact that 
a part of the barley crop from the 
King’s own estates at Sandringham 
has been purchased for years by the 
Messrs. Bass. 

Afterward the royal guest was taken 
to the brewery proper and there he 
entered upon the labors that are now 
so much discussed. Five immense vata, 
each of them big @hough to hold the 
King’s carriage, were ready with the 
material for what is now officially 
known ae “the King’s brew.” The 
King “mashed” this brew, by pushing 
up the levers that let the crushed malt 
fall into the prepared vats. To re- 
fresh himself after these efforts, the 
King called for a giass.of pale ale, 
propose! as a toast: “Success to the 
firm.” and drank it off manfully. To 
perpetuate the royal “mashing” of 
“the King’s brew” His Majesty signed 
his name in the brewery visitors’ book.

AN ACCOUNT OF HIS MAJESTY'S 
CHIEF TITLES. $

64L' DWARD VII, by the Grace of 

God, King of the United King- 

dom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, Defender of the Faith, Emperor 
of India.” That is the King’s title as 
most of us have known It; though fer 
the future it will include suitable refer- 
ence to British dominions beyond the 
seas. 

To begin with the last title first. At 
the commencement of the session of 
1876, Mr. Disrael, being Prime Minis- 
ter, the royal speech announced that 
an addition was to be made to the sov- 
ereign's titles. A few days later this 
information was supplemented by the 
actual style, “Empress of India.” On 
the whole, the addition was welcomed, 
though it cannot be pretended that the 
approval was general. “The title of 
Emperor,” writes one reliable historian, 
“had been a good deal tarnished of 
late.” The Emperor Napoleon Ill had 
just suffered his Sedan, and he was the 
Emperor who had loomed largest in 
the public eye during the two previous 
decades. the German Emperor not hay- 
es yet gathered the same fame, or, 
shall we say, notoriety? Unfortunately, 
the opposition carried their tactics be- 
yond constitutional lengths. Thus, in a 
speech which he delivered to a public 
meeting at East Retford, Mr. Lowe 
made an unfortunate statement to the 
effect that the Queen had endeavored to 
induce two former ministers to confer 
upon her this new title and had not 
succeeded. It was something more 
than a rash act on the part of a re- 
sponsible public man to make such a 
statement without positive certainty as 
to ite truth. As Justin McCarthy re- 
marks in his excellent history, it would 
not have been a very wise or proper 
proceeding on the part of such a man 
to make the statement even if it were 
true. In point of fact, Mr. Lowe 
proved to be absolutely wrong in his 
assertion. No attempt of the kind had 
ever been made by the Queen. Natur- 
ally the Prime Minister took advantage 
(of the opportunity thus given him. He 
denounced Mr. Lowe, winding up his 
speech in the House of Commons with 
the crushing announcement that he 
had the authority of the Queen herseif 
to contradict the statement. 

Let us pass from the new to the old 
and consider for a moment another title 
which the King bears and is proud of. 
“Defender of the Faith” was a styie 
curiously enough bestowed by the Pope, 
by the Bishop of Rome, against whim 
the King will have to swear hostility 
at his crowning. More strangely still, 
this appellation, “Fidel Defensor,” was 
eonferred upon Henry VIII a mon- 
arch who more than any other engi- 
neered the Reformation in this coun- 
try. breaking away from the Pope and 
all hie works. It fell out in this way: 
Henry had been educated in a strict at- 
tachment to the Church of Rome. In- 
deed, the story goes that, had his elder 
brother lived, he himerelf wou'd have be-, 
come Archbishop of Canterbury ineteal 
of King of Eng'and. Laither's tInnova- 
tions were making headway among the 


Lollards in England at the time. Now, 
Henry bore a particular prejudice 
against Luther, who in his writings 


spoke with contempt of Thomas Aqui- 
nas the King's favorite author. King 
Henry therefore opposed himeel! to the 
progress of the Lutheran tenets by al! 
the influence which his extensive and 
almost absolute authority conferred 
upon him. He even undertook to com- 
bat them with weapons not usually 
employed by monarchs, especially by 
monarchs in the flower of thelr age 
and force of their passions. He wrote 
a book In Latin against the principles 
of Luther, a performance which, says 
David Hume. the historian. does no 
discredit to his capacity. He sent a 
copy of it to Pope Leo, who received 
#0 magnificent a present with great 
testimony of regard, and conferred on 
him the title of “Defender of the 
Faith,” an appellation, as we have 
seen, retained by the monarchs of 
England to thie day. Martin Luther, 
who was in the heat of controversy, 
soon published an answer to Henry, 
and, without regard to the dignity of 
his exalted antagonist, treated him 
“with all the acrimony of atyle to 
which, In the course of his polemics, he 
had so long been accustomed. The 
King by this ill-usage was still more 
prejudiced against the new doctrines; 
but the public, who naturally favor the 
weaker party. were inclined to at- 
tribute to Luther the victory tn the 
dispute.”” The pamphlet did achieve 
ohne other result besides adding a title 
to the style of His Britannic Maj- 
esty. Hume describes this consequence 
In his old-fashioned language: “And 
as the controversy became more liilus- 
trious by the King of Engiand enter- 
ing the lists, it drew still more the 
attention of mankind, and the Lutheran 
doctrine daily acquired new converts 
in every part of Europe.’ It is in- 
teresting to note that the title “Fidei 
Defensor,” was conferred on Henry 
on October 11, 1521. 

The largest half of the King’s titles 
is susceptible of the readiest expiana- 
tion. “Edward VII, by the grace of 
God, of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and of all the 
British dominions beyond the seas, 

" mainiy epeaks for itself. The 
addition has been s0 recently 
a matter of discussion, that it would 
hardly profit to go over the same 
ground again. or recapitulate the rea- 
sons why the time has come for the 
King to bear some title indicating his 
wide colonial dominions... This much 
may be said upon the subject before 
passing on to more interesting mat- 
ters. Neither this new colonial title, 
nor the style “Emperor of India,”’ can 
be used within these islands. That 
was made abundantly clear in 1876, 
when Mr. Disraeli! was careful to put 
in the Impertal Titles Act a provision 
against the use of the Imperia) title in 
the United Kingdom. In this con- 
nection the controversy that arose a 
few years ago about the use of “Ind. 
Imp.” on the late Queen's Jubilee 
coinage will be remembered. A _ great 
many persons complained that It vio- 
lated the spirit of the above-mentioned 
provisions. But the mint authorities 
carried their innovation, as any reader 
of this article may see who has half 
a sovereign handy, and cares to ex- 
amine the same. The titles which the 
King’s ancestors possessed, and which 
he possesses no longer, hardly come 
within the scope of this account. 
George III, the King’s great-grand- 
father, was the first British sovereign 
to drop the style “King of France.” 
caried by the Kings of England trom 
the times of the early Henry's. In the 
same way the title “Duke of Nor- 
mandy” is a vanished thing: and, of 
course, “King of Hanover,” since the 
death of William IV, has not been a 
title borne by the English crown. 
Since there was a Salic law in the 
home kingdom of the House of Guelph, 
her late Majesty succeeded to the 
throne of Great Britain and Ireland 
without being able to ascend the 
throne of Hanover. That went to her 
royal uncle, the Duke of Cumber- 
land, and how tt was lost subsequently 
to Prussia does not concern the titles 
of the English crown. 

His Most Gracious Majesty, King E4.- 
ward VII, will be just sixty and a half 
when he is crowned, the date of his 
birth being November 9, 1841. At the 
moment of his appearance into the 
world this eldest son of the reigning 
sovereign became Duke of Cornwall, 
the firet dukedom created in England. 
It was established by King Edward III, 


by charter, wherein his son, Edward 


| 


the Black Prince, was declared Duke 


of Cornwall, to hold to himself and his 
heirs, Kings of England, and to their 
first-born sons: and it is in virtue of 
that charter that the eldest son of the 
sovereign ts by law acknowledged Duke 
of Cornwall the instant he is born. I 
wonder very much who my little boy 
will be like.” wrote Queen Victoria @ 
few days later. “You will understand 
how fervent are my prayers, and I am 
sure everybody's must be, to see him 
resemble his father in every, every re- 
spect, both in body and mind. The 
Prince Consort also wrote to his home 
in Coburg: ‘Today I have two chil- 
dren of my own to give presents to, 
who, they know not why, are full of 
happy wonder at the German Christ- 
mas tree and its radiant candles.’ 

It is not possible to give even the 
most hurried detailed account of the 
life of His Majesty in the space we 
have at our disposal. Most of the prin- 
cipal events in this illustrious career 
are well known to his faithful sub- 
jects—his boyhood, his university and 
military life and his successful visits to 
Canada, the United States, and his 
tour in the Kast. He certainly enjoyed 
his life at Cambridge, and an amus- 
ing story Is told of a harmless little es- 
capade—or rather. thwarted escapade— 
of His Majesty while still ,“In stato 
pupiiiari.” It appears that was ho- 
allowed quite so much freedom as the 
ordinary undergraduate, and his mill- 
tary governer, Col. Bruce, had. strict 
orders hever to allow him to make any 
long journeys unaccompanied. On one 
occasion, however, the King decided 
that he would enjoy an incoghito visit 
to town. He ellpped away. but his ab- 
sence was discovered while he was in 
the train. Accordingly, there fell to 
his lot what lawyers might have called 
a “stoppage in transitu.”” Much to his 
surprise, and no'doubt vexation, he was 
met at the London terminus by the 
station master and by two of the royal 
who had been hastily sum- 


servants, 
moned from Buckingham Palace, 

His Majesty s visit to Canada and 
the United States. it is at this time 
eepecially interesting to notice, took 


place during the late summer of 1940. 
On the night of September 29 he 
crossed from Canadian territory to the 
States, tnaking his appearance on re- 
publican roll, as had been arranged, as 
Lord Renfrew. At Hamilton, the last 
place In Canada where he halted, the 
royal visitor delivered a speech, tn the 
course of which he observed: 

“My duttes as representative of the 
Queen cease this day, but In a private 
c@pacity I am about to visit before I 
return home thet remarkable iand 
which claims with us a common ances- 
try, and in whose extraordinary prog- 
ress every Englishman feels a common 
interest.’ Over 60.000 people came out 
to meet His Royal Highness at Chi- 
cago, and it is not to be wondered at 
that his nerves felt the strain or that 
he broke down from sheer fatigue. His 
welcome was a triumph from atart to 
finish. If one incident outdistances the 
rest in interest and historical signifi- 
cance, It was the visit of His Royal 
Highness t) Mt. Vernon and the tomb 
of Washington. 

Refore this humble tomb the Prince; 
the President. and all the party stood 
uncovered, “It is easy moralizing on 
this visit,”’ writes a contemporary 
newspaper reporter, “for there is some- 
thing gravely suggestive of historical 
retribution in the reverential awe of 
the Prince of Wales, the great-grand- 
son of George III, standing bareheaded 
at tit foot of the coffin of Washington 
For a few minutes the party tood mute 
and motioniess, and the Prince then 
proceeded to plant a chestnut by the 
side of the tomb. It seemed, when the 
reyal youth closed the earth around 
the little germ, thai he was burying 
the last faint trace of discord between 
us and our great brethren in the West.” 
The Indian visit was another triumph, 
though since it followed the Prince's 
marriage, the motive to get it over 
and return home was much greater 
than in the case of the ox ition to 
the western wortd. Of the King’s mar- 
riage in 1863, to the Princess Alexandra 
of Denmark, much has ‘been written 
niready. Of the incidents surround- 
ing that wedding ceremony, only one 
story shall be given here. The royal 
train to carry the young bride from 
Pdddington to Windsor did not start 
till a quarter past five. The engine 
which took the Princess from London 
to the home of her future mother-in- 
law was driven by the Earl of Caith- 
ness, then the best-known amateur lo- 
comotive engineer of the day. ; 

The heir-apparent’s activities during 
thirty years are too well known to re- 
quire recapitulation. Those who have 
rad an opportunity of seeing him more 
than once during the last few months 
bear witness to the fact that the cares 
of empire have had the effect of mak- 
ing His Majesty grow very gray. A 
year ago, at his brether’s funeral at 
Coburg. a month later at Homburg, 
his beard was quite brown. Since he 
has been King it has become almost 
white. Still, he is a comperativel 
young man for the bigh position whie 
he fills. That he will continue to fli it 
for many years to come must be the 
sincere wish of all his subjects.

drop from him, leaving the human crea- 
ture trembling with love and self-forget- 
ting anguish. The scene tn which, with a 
voice hushed to its lowest tones by the 
mortal peril of her predicament, he sends 
the utterance of her name to follow her 
through the mysterious depths of physi- 
cal unconsciousness into which she is 
sinking, is mervelous in tender power and 
pathos. Seidom have such strength and 
delicacy been united in an imaginative 
picture. Nothing is forced; there is no 
exaggeration, and yet we are’ carried al- 
most beyond the scope of mortal experi- 
ence. 

No woman writer of our time is known 
to me who can draw a man with such un- 
derstanding and absence of caricature as 
Mrs. Burnett can; and George Biliot has 
done nothing better in this direction. It 
was s0 easy to spoil Lord Walderhurst by 
caricature, but the touches by which he is 
defined to us never for an instant swerve 
from the modest and manifest truth. 

Friends and Villain 

The contrasiing character of Captain 
Osborn, the thick-jowled, small-eyed, but 
not uncomely scoundrel, whe is led in- 
sensibly on from selfish preoccupations 
to evil thoughts, and from them to crim- 
inal deeds, is similarly a masterpiece. 
And Dr. Warren, of the subordinate 
figures, though his physical aspect is not 
even described, remains in the memory 
as a familiar friend, whom we should 
recognize if we met him. As for the wo- 
men, they are all inimitably done: Lady 
Maria, the wise, witty, clever old woman 
of the world, who at last is conquered 
into human feeling and self-forgetfuiness, 
as Lord Walderhurst is, by the inarticu- 
late selflessness of Lady Walderhurst; the 
faithful and affectionate Jane Cupp, with 
her British integrity and devotion; the 
Hindu ayah, with her strangeness, and 
her quiet, terrible fidelities; her mistress, 
Mrs. Osborn, whose evil purposes can- 


net endure the appeal of her womanly . 


and maternal sympathies. Here is «a 
gallery of living portraits sufficient of 
themselves to make a great reputation. 
But they all give place in our regard te 
Lady Walderhurst herself; every word 
she speaks, every act she performs, her 
every look and gesture, are true as life, | 
and create that delight in the reader 
which is expressed not in words, but in 
an uplifting of the countenance and a 
deep-drawn breath. It was a ha 
thought to hint—and no more than hint— 
act her resemblance to the Venus of Milo. 
That immortal figure would be her fit 
embodiment. . 

When we first open the book the thing 
we feel is humor—of that secure and 
abiding sort that never exploits itself 
self-consciously, or seeks to make game 
of its own figures, but is the outcome of 
a magnanimous human charity which 
marks,with kindness the limitations of 
human finiteness, retains a cheerfulness 
amidst shadows, and is transformed by 
an insensible gradation into pathos, This 
is the prevailing atmosphere of the book, 
upon occasions suspended, but never out 
of reach, and thus asserting the essentia/ 
sanity of mortal circumstances. 

It is noticeable how large a/ picture of 
life is brought within the moderate com- 
pass of this tale; but wherev@ we find 
truth of thought and feeling we find all 
the elements of humanity; and multi- 
plication of details can but present vary- 
ing aspects of the same essence. 


A BOOK THAT 


DEALS WITH 


E READERS of this paper do 
not need to be told to buy the 
) new book of Wolfville Stories, 


by A. H. Lewis; we have read 

them in the magazines and the 

Sunday papers, and naturally wish te 
have them in collected form. 

There is nothing else like them, and in 

no long while the phase of life they depict 

will pass away-—if it hag not already 


? done so—and then these tales will have 


value not only as enteriaining literature, 
but as records. Mr. Lewis has saturated 
himself with the color and feeling of his 
cowboy people and portrays them with as 


2 Little seeming difficulty as if he were him- 


self the Old Cattleman. But any one 


'who knows what good writing is knows 


that the author has done a remarkable 


feat, which seems easy only because it Is 


done so well. 

The dialect is itself character, but I sur- 
mise that it is so peculiarly a discovery 
of Mr. Lewis’ that another might search 
far without finding where he got it. I do 
not mean that he invented it; he heard 
it; but nevertheless, if another had been 
sitting beside him while the Old Cattle- 
man talked he would not have heard it 
as Mr. Lewis did. Our hearing of such 
things is modified by what we are who 
hear it; and as we are all different, so is 
our report of a given dialect. Of course, 
there are writers who get their dialects 


‘out of other writers’ books; but it is need- 


less to say that Mr. Lewis is not one of 


this stripe, 


Bret Harte observed long ago that the 
speech used by his Jack Hamlins and Gabe 


}Conroys was a species of poetry; it is full 
of figures of speech, which imply imagina- 


tion and a perception of remote relations; 
the humorousness of it Is, probably, only 
partly visible to the speakers themselves, 
though they are all humorists. The figures 


,in this group are mostly derived from the 
}poker table and the cattle ranch; and the 
‘surprise which makes us laugh is caused 
'by the swift ingenulty wherewith the cow- 


boy makes his willfully limited list of 
phrases apply to matters apparently most 


jalien. But there are also similes which 


are born of pure wit; and for some at 
least of these I cannot help feeling that 
Mr. Lewis himself may be personally re- 
sponsible. But if so, he has so completely 
identified himself with the, supposed 
speaker that there is no interruption of 
harmony in the ‘picture. 

Many of the stories, merely as dramatic 
structures, and apart from the dialect, 
are little masterpicces—thoroughly Amer- 
ican and irresistibly funny, and yet with 
a sort of masculine seriousness in them, 
to remind us that in this wild and seem- 
ingly careless life every man carrics 
death in his hip-pocket, and is responsible 
for his words and deeds. 

Mr. Lewis chooses to appear before us 
entirely in his venerable protagonist; but 
he gives us at least one glimpse of what 
he could do, if he pleased, in a less rude 
and swaggering medium. “Death anid 
the Donna Anna” is a tale of passion 


between man and woman—a young officer 
of the army and @ beautiful haif-breed 
girl. It is a simple, powerful, deep-hued 
thing, so told that it will stay in the 
memory of every reader like an event of 
his own knowledge. The way in which 
the beauty of the girl is conveyed, and 
the sweet flerceness of her ilove for the 
man, sufficiently indicate the literary re- 
sources which are at the author's com- 
mand when it is his humor to draw on 
them. 

But Mr. Lewis puts on the pose of 
cynicism regarding his work, if not as 
to things in general; and he employs his 
preface to express it. He declares that 
these tales could never, “by whatever 
stress of genius they occurred, be up- 
lifted as an ‘exalted literature.’ He goes 
out of his way to express his contempt 
for the author who comes to his readcrs 
in- an apologetic attitude; he prefers to 
accost them as one equal another: and 
he throws a gibe at the refinements 
and elegancies of literature. 

He also has youthful feeling enough to 
make an onslaught on critics—"A critic 
never buys a book, and as often under- 
stands one. All that is good in literature 
has survived against the critics. A critic 
is a book cook; he boils books and seldom 
tastes one. In the steams and of 
his labors your critic's palate is dulled. 
He may no more get the favor of a book 
than may a chef the flavor of a dinner.” 
All this is an epigrammatic restatementof 
very ancient and exploded fallacies, which 
Mr. Lewis believes as little as I do. He 
knows that but for critics no good book 
could ever bave been opposed. He is hith- 
self a most aggressive critic: this same 
preface is an example of his critical work. 
Any and ali persons who have a belief 
in the possibility and benefit of good work 
are critics; civilization is the criticism by 
our higher faculties of the deficiencies of 
our lower ones. 

The‘epics of Homer are an instance «f 
how even great poetry is perfected by 
constant and relentiess crititriem. They 
were chanted to audiences of critics, and 
only those verses which passed muster 
with the most critical minds during a 
thousand vears have come down to us. Or, 
to come to-later times, are not the cattle 
people themselves energetic and ecffeetive 
critics?

PHOENIX (Aritz.) March 14.—Rumors 
regarding the disposition of the ques- 
tion ,of sheep grazing in the Northern 
Arizona forest reserves have been suc- 
ceeded by authoritative circulars from 
the Interior Department. Under the

1 and December 1, 1902, on the San 
Francisco Mountains forest reserve to 
the number of 100,000 head, and 20,000 
horses or cattle. Excepted from graz- 
ing on this reserve are only a couple 
of square miles in the cup of the San 
Francisco peaks, whence is obtained 
Fiagstaff's water supply. the 
Black Mesa reserve 150,000 head of 
sheep will be permitted and 320,000 head 
of horses or cattle. No sheep may be 
Brazed on the Prescott forest reserve, 
and only 1000 head of horses and cai- 
tle. The present boundaries of the 
last-na reserve are not definitely 
known in Arizona, as it is understood

New/rules just promulgated by the 
erior add _astrin- 
gency to the regulations now in force 
concerning forest grazing and the man- 
agement of forest .reserves. Wool! 
growers’ associations afe to be de- 
ferred to, in that they may recom- 
mend the allotment of permits, the 


maximum number of sheep to be 
grazed within such boundaries, the 
boundaries of the closed arenas, the 


rules and regulations to be observed, 
and the penaities for their violation. 
Preference is to be given to actual res- 
idents of the reserve who own farms or 
permanent ranches therein, and to per- 
sons who own permanent ranches 
within the reserve, but who reside out- 
side of the reserve. 

Permits will be refused to persons 
who have wilfully violated either the 
regulations of the department or 1t 
terms of previous permits, or who. 
during the past season, have wilfully 
tres upon the areas osed to 
sheep grazing. Penalties will be im- 
posed upon the associations and the 
permit holders for a violation of any 
of the rules. as follows: For attempt- 
ing to obtain a permit on false repre- 
sentations; for willful trespass upon 
areas where not permitted, either on 
closed areas or the ranges of others: 
for setting out firés to clear range: 
for willful negligence in leaving camp 
or other fires; for refusing to observe 
ge from the department. 

e number of sheep covered by any 
permit will be reduced 15 per cent. for 
crowding onto a neighbor's range: for 
bedding sheep more than six nights in 
succession in any one place, except 
when bedding bands of ewes during 
lambing season; for entering the re- 
serve prior to the date authorized: for 
remaining in the reserve after the per- 
mit has expired: for corralling within 
500 yards of a running stream or living 
spring: for gross carelessness in leav- 
ing campfires; for failure to aid in ex- 
tinguishing a fire occurring within the 
range occupied when possible to do so; 
and for failure of herder to corral for 
count, upon order of forest officer or 
ranger, when number of sheep appears 
to be greater than the number covered 
by permit. 

These new orders of the departrnent 
have mainiy come from the agitation 
for the better conservation of the 
snows of the mountains in the interest 
of the irrigators of Southern and Cen- 
tral Arizona. The San Francisco 
Mountain reserve and the Grand. Cafion 
reserve have practically very little to 
do with the scheme, for their drainage 


is wholly to the north into the great 
sewer of the Cojprado River. The 
Black Mesa reserve, however, is al- 


most wholly within the watershed of 
the Verde and the Salt rivers, em- 
bracing, as it does, for the greater 
part of its length, the narrow § strip 
along the southern edge of the Mogol- 
lon Plateau. 
It wil] be noted that only 350,000 sheep 
are provided for. According to the 
Arizona tax roll of last year, this will 
just about take in the number of sheep 
on which taxes are paid, to-wit: 377,936 
head. This number, however, very 
plainly is fraudulent. According to the 
census returns there are about 1,000,000 
sheep in the Territory. In this num- 
ber it is probable are included about 
200,000 sheep belongings to the Nava- 
joes. The inference is therefore plain 
that only about one sheep out of two 
gets on the tax roll. is also plain 
that about half the sheep of Arizona 
will either have to be disposed of or 
else graze outside their usual territory 
on the cool plateau districts now wholly 
included within reservations. Just the 
effect this is going to have upon the 
sheep-raising industry of the Southwest 
is yet to be secn. If the sheep men 
try to annex new territory and to in- 
vade the cattle-raising sections of the 
central and southern part of the Ter- 
ritory, there will be trouble. The cat- 
tle men and cattle associations will 
not tolerate it, for the grass is already 
too short. For several years, perhaps 
one-half the sheep have been driven 
southward to the plains north of Phoe- 
nix for shearing and lambing. The

“Curious to know just how it feels 
to stand before a man-eating wild ani- 
mal, I visited a celebrated hunter who 
has recently returned from an expedi- 
tion covering many parts of the world; 
but I was rather disappointed. C. A. 
Hutchinson, a member of the New 
York Racquet and Tennis Club, and one 
of Roosevelt's Rough Riders, is prob- 
ably a good type of the modern big- 
game hunter, and it may be to his 
eredit that he is overmodest in speak- 
ing of his achievements.

ILITARY DISOBEDIENCE. 


No clear-cut, absolute reply, no 
“vade mecum’’ for pocket use, can be 
furnished defining just when and how, 
fn all cases, a man is justified in dis- 
obedience, nor even when he is justi- 
fied tn blind obedience; although the 
balance of profeersiona! judgment must 


always incline in favor of the latter 


alternative, writes Capt. Alfred T. 
Mahan in The International Monthly 
for March. When a doubt arises, as 
it frequentiy does, between strict com- 
piiance with an order and the disre- 
gard of it, in whole or in part, the 
officer is ealled upon to decide a ques- 
tion of professional conduct. Personal 
judgement necessarily enters as a fac- 
tor, but only one of many; and, to be 
trusted, it needs to be judgment illu- 
minate2 by professional knowledge 
and fortified by reflection. Short of 
that, it is not a safe counsellor, and 
hee no claim to consideration if cited 
before a court of final appeal. The officer 
at the moment should consider him- 
self. as he tn fact is, a judge deciding 
upon a care liable to be called up to a 
euperior court, before which his com- 
clusion has no claim to respect because 
it ia his persona! opinion, but only in 
se far as it is supported by the evi- 
dence before him. There is, of course, 


the necessary reservation that the final 


judgment upon himself, for his profes- 
sional conduct as involved in his de- 
cision. will be rendered upon the facts 
gccessible to him, and not upon those 
mot then to be known, though after- 
ward apparent. 

T’nless aualified by these grave con- 
giderationa, the phrase, “error of 
judgment,” so faciicly used, is mis-

scared off. 


| leading to the popular understanding. 
| Not only so; it is pregnam with serious 
| consequences to the iseves of war, and 
| to individuals influenced by it. It is 
| necessary to realize that some errors 
of judgment are inexcusable because 
inconsistent with recognized standards; 
and that disobedience of orders is on 
its face a fault, a disregard of a set- 
tled standard, of an es:iablished rule, 
of such general application that upon 
the person who commits. it rests the 
burden of proving that the circum- 
stances commanded his action. The pre- 
sumption, in the case of disobedience, 
is not innocence, but gulit. Mere rule 
though it be, in its narrow construction 
and rigid framework, the rule of im- 
| plicit and entire obedience rests upon 
reasons so sound that its infringement 
in action can rarely be condoned, when 
not thoroughly approved. Nothing can 
be more disastrous than to trifle with 
the corner-stone upon which resets the 
structure of coherent, unified action. 
The admission into the military mind 
of irreverence 
for the splrit of military obedience, 
or levy as regards the letter of the 
rule in which it Is embodied, is the 
begetter of confusion, and that in 
turn is the forerunner of defeat. To 
sit loose to this obligation weakens 
the sense of responsibility, upon the 
due realization of which rests not 
merely literal obedience, but intelligent 
and deserving disobedience, in the oc- 
casional circumstances which call for 
that. The recognition of responsibility 
by the individual, the consciousness 
that serious regard to it is governing 
his determination, is the best moral 
equipment that a man can ve to en- 
able him to sustain the burden of vio- 
lating instruction, deliberately under- 
taken upon his own judgment. It is 
the “mens conscia in a serious 
problem of action.

ARCONI ON HIS SYSTEM. 


Authoritative Account of Marconi’s 
Work in Wireless Telegraphy,” by P. 
T. McGrath, editor of the Evening 
dierald, St. John’s Newfoundland, the 
substance of the article being derived 
from daily talks with the inventor dur- 
ing his three weeks’ stay at St. Johns, 
Mr. Marconi, 


this prefatory note: 
*“Wireless telegraphy has of late at- 
tracted more irfterest and attention 
than perhaps any other problem in 
electrical engineering. 

“Its progress has not been slow. Five 
years ago my system worked satis- 
factorily over a distance of about two 
miles. Since then ite range has been- 
rapidly increased, until, a few months 
ago, by means of improved and at- 
tuned apparatus, a distance of over 
two hundred miles was successfuily 
bridged, and wireless communication 
at this distance is now an every-day 
occurrence. 

“ff seers to be 2 matter of popular 
belief that any receiver within effec- 
tive range of the transmitter is c@- 
pable of picking up the messages sent, 
or, in other words, that there can be 
no secrecy of communication by my 
system. 

“Were this so, a very important lim- 
itation would be impored upon the 
practical usefulnes of the system, but 
by the Introduction of important and 
radical modifications in the original 
system, and by a systematic applica- 
tion of the principles of electrical rcs- 
onance, this object hase, in very great 
measure, been overcome. 

“Mr. McGrath gives a straightfor- 
ward popular account of the general 
methods employed, and as cegmplete 
a history of the development of the 
system as is possible in the necessarily 
somewhat limited space at hie disfosal. 

“A certain commercial application of 
my system has already been achieved. 

“In all, seventy ships carry perma- 
nent installations, and there are over 
twenty land stations in Great Britain 
and on the continent of Europe, bevides 
several in this country. To what fur- 
ther extent the system may be com- 
mercially applied {s not easy to foretell. 
My recent succesful experiments be- 
tween Poldhu and St. Johns, however, 
give great hopes of a regular trans- 
Atlantic wireless telegraph service in 
the not too distant future.”

IMIC SNOWBIRDS.” 

Many seeds are scattered by the 
| winter storms, ard forest planting goes 
jon in the woods long before we dream 
of gardening. 
| When the logs are hauled in from the 
woods, many of our country bqys and 
giris have noticed small brown specks 
| clinging to the snowy sticks. Examine 
a brown bit, and you will find it a 
veritable miniature “snowbird’’—in 
shape, at least. Head, wings, and tail 
| are all there. 
| If you wish to know where this 
strange little brown flock came from, 


back to the snowy 
woods, where the men are chopping, 
| and somewhere near you will surely 


find a white birch tree hung with dark 
| brown cones, the fruited catkins of last 
| Spring. 

| Shake one of the cone-bearing 
| branches, and thousands of brewn 
specks, like those brought home to the 
wood pile, will sail over the snow. 
These specks are the small scales 
which cover the little seeds of the 
birch tree. The tiny yellow seeds are 
harder to find than their bird-like 
coverings, for they are lighter, and are 
borne away on their wings. Some of 
the cones on the branches have lost 
part of their seeds, and have stiff, 
straight ends. Pinch the bottom of a 
perfect cone, and you will soon dis. 
cover a method of scattering seeds as 
marvelous as that of the witch hazel. 
In ripening, the rows of seeds with 
their bird-like coverings have loosened 
from the stem of the cone, and are 
now held together by the contact and 
pressure. -The one hard scale at the 
end unlocks the secret. Touch that and 
the whole flock of seeds takes flight as 
if we had unlocked the door of a cage 
and real birds were gladly escaping 
from their captivity. 

The sturdy black birch scatters its 
seeds in a similar manner. One winter 
day I saw a hungry little brown bird 
opening this smal! storehouse of seeds 
with its bill.—{From “Nature and Sci-

ROWING TEA IN AMERICA. 


The deductions to be drawn from 
the American experiments in tea grow- 
ing have been summarized by the con- 
ductor of the Pinehurst experiments, 
and the advantages in favor of raising 
tea in this country are:. First, the 
avoidance of long transportation, which 
generally injures fine teas; second, se- 
curity from the interference of war in 
the importation of foreign teas; and 
third, the protection of the jndustry by 
a duty which shall offset the difference 
in the price of labor. 

As to his first point, he declares that 
certain varieties of tea do not keep 
well, that the high ‘firing’ of tea to 
prevent mildew necessarily deprives it 
of much of ite flavor, and that for 
these reasons the best of the ortental 
teas are rarely exported, least of all 
to the (U'nited States. 

Secondly. friction among the nations 
may at any moment entangle the 
United States in war with a_ strong 
naval power, in which case it is easy 
to foresee that commerce with the an-

supply of oriental tea cut off. Or the 
outbreak of some such vegetable dis- 
ease as that which, not many years 
ago, destroyed the coffee industry in 
Ceylon, might readily sweep over the 
tea gardens of Eastern Asia; and if 
wholly dependent upon them, the world 
might be deprived of its cup of tea. It 
becomes, therefore, a question of na- 
tional importance to provide against 
these contingencies. 

A third point is the protection of the 
industry. At present there is a duty 
of 10 cents per pound on tea imported 
into the United States. It was not iIn- 
stituted to protect a tea industry, how- 
ever deserving that object might have 
been, but as a war measure for raising 
revenue. For whatever purpose estab- 
lished, it is one of the most common 
of taxes, almost every civilized nation 
imposing a duty on tea. Free-trade 
Great Britain recently increased hers 
from $ cents per pound to 12 cents; 
France, from 20 cents to 40 cents, 
thereby almost attaining to the Rus- 
sian, viz., 45 cents. The British duty 
especially deserves attention, as that 
people consume more tea per capita 
than any other civilized nation, and as 
almost all of it comes from her own 
colonies. Curtously, at first sight, the 
imposition of a duty on tea in the 
United States was in accordance with 
the expressed wish of the leading im- 
porters of and dealers in that commod- 
ity. They sought thereby to stem the 
tide of inferior teas with which the 
trade of this country was being 
wrecked. Experience has since shown 
the wisdom of their course by the prac- 
tical exclusion during the past few 
years of much of the rubbish formerly 
imported. It is true that the prices 
of tea have been extraordinarily low 
until very recently, but that was due 
to “flush” times.. Tea is the drink of 
hard times, and its sale is said to in- 
crease in quantity and even price dur- 
ing financial and industrial depres- 
sions, because it Is the. cheapest and 
probably most sustaining of beverages.

HE POLISH SPIRIT. 


A new patriotism, not for the im- 
possible independence, but for educa- 
tional and industrial advance, fs spring- 
ing up in Poland. E. A. Steiner writes 
in the Outlook: 

“If Poland is hopelessly dead polliti- 
cally, which it seems to me to be, it Is 
very much alive in every other way, 
and that, after all, is the true life of a 
nation. — 

' “The ancient fire is burning in her 
poets and authors, and the books which 
crowd the booksialls are almost bewlld- 
ering in number. The new life mani- 
fests itself in her arts and crafts, and 
the loyal, noble Pole adorns his palace 
with the products of native skill. in 
the Slovyansky Bazaar, fabrics, pot- 
teries and carvings are displayed, often 
the work of peasants, which astonish 
the beholder by their artistic merit. 
The national awakening has done much 
harm and much good; for the Polish 
peasant, brutal and ignorant, the 
marks of centuries of oppression have 
vanished, and in the region of Cracow 
at least he has becomé a new creature, 
conscious of his strength, walking erect, 
and wearing with pride his peasant 
garb, once so despised. Long oppressed 
by the nobles, never conscious of 
himself or of his = strength, he 
has at last been awakened from 
his lethargy, and has become 
conscious of himself as a_i Pole. 
The Polish language has become to him 
sacred, and to maintain it as a living 
speech and to leave it as an heritage 
to his children he suffers and sacrifices 
much. 

“This may be Inconvenient to Ger- 
many. which is now hard at work try- 
ing to crush the Polish spirit; it does 
not fit Into the plan of Russia, the an- 
clent foe of the Pole; but to the com- 
mon man in Poland the nationalistic 
spirit has been a blessing, for it has 
given him anjidea! to strive for, and 
in striving to be a Pole he begins to 
be a man. It is not long since 85 per 
cent. of the Poles were Iilliterates, but 
now that in Germany and Russig they 
are not permitted to study thelr own 
language in the schools, even those 
grown up In ignorance study ft, and 
their children are taught it secretly by 
the priests, so that the percentage of 

-iiiterates is diminishing in proportion 

| to the rigor of the authorities.” 


(LIPPINCOTT’S 
INDOW-GARDENS. 


Most persons who attempt win- 
dow gardens in boxes fail with them, 
therefore the impression prevails that 
it is not an easy phase of gardening. 
But the reason of failure, nine times 
out of ten, is that not enough water is 
given to supply the needs of the plants. 
A little is applied in the morning and 
more later in the day, and because the 
surface of the soil looks moist the 
owner takes it for granted that it must 
be damp all through. An examination 
would convince her that a few inches 
below the surface the sol! is almost, 
if not quite, dust-dry. The fact 1s, 
evaporation takes place so rapidiy from 
a box exposed to the action of alr and 
wind and sunshine, as most window 
boxes are, that amall amounts of water 
do but little toward supplying the 
plants with the moisture needed at 
their roots. To keep it In proper con- 
dition at least a palilful of water should 
be applied every day, and in very hot 
weather even that may not be enough. 
Make it a rule to use so much water 
that some will run away through the 
cracks and crevices of the box. When 
this takes place you may be quite sure 
that all the soll. in the box is saturated 
with it. And if you keep: it saturated 
throughout the season you can grow 
good plants in any window box. This 
is the secret of success, provided, of 
course, you have chosen plants adapted 
to window-box culture. Do not make 
use of delicate varieties, but use gera- 
niunts, both flowering and fragrant- 
leaved sorts, coleus, hellotrope, fuchsia, 
lantanas, petunias, phiox, nasturtiums, 
mignonette, sweet alyssum and such 
vines as moneywort, tradescantita, 
vineca, othonna. lobelia and saxtfraga. 
Plant these at the sides of the box, to 
droop over and hide it. . 

A morning giory at each end can be 
trained up and over the window, and 
will provide you with a floral awning if 
you give it something to clamber over 
in the shape of a framework project- 
ing from the top of the window.—{ Eben 
Rexford in March Lippincott’s Mag- 
azine.

HE MISUSE OF WORDS. 


In Harper's for Mareh. Joseph 
Fitzgerald writes entertainingly of our 
mistakes in the use of words. Here are 
a few ordinary examples: 


“Supercilious its from superciifum, 
eyebrow; ‘supercilious eyebrow’ is 
therefore equivalent to ‘eyebrowish 


eyebrow,’ a rank tautology, and inex- 
cusable. But a leading newspaper has, 
‘The reviewer proceeds to say with su- 
percilious eyebrows;" as well might we 
say, ‘with oeular eyes,’ or ‘auricular 
ears,’ or ‘pedal feet,” or ‘mental minds.’ 
“Commit, when sald of a moral act, 
is always associated in the mind with 
blameworthiness, never with acts com- 
mendable. But In a notice of the Schiey 
investigation we read of the retary 
of the Navy ‘committing his st im- 
partial act.’ ‘ 
“Pessimist and pessimistic designate 
always a mental attitude, a point of 
view, but never the quality of an ob- 
jective thing or situation. Though the 
prospect of a com harvest be never 
so gloomy, it is not nor can be pessi- 


mistic; and though never so cheering, 
it is not nor can be optimistic; pessi- 
mism and optimism are strictly moods 
of mind, and are predicable only of the 
mind of man. But the Secretary of 
Agricujture is reported as saying, “The 
outlook for the crops is by no means 
pessimistic.” The right word is ‘dis- 
couraging,’ or the like. 

“Tribulation is one of the most no- 
table words in our language. It is dis- 
tinctly a Christian and religious word, 
as Archbishop Trench shows in tracing 
its origin. The sorrows and trials the 
‘religious man has are the threshings 
without which there would be no fitting 
him for the heavenly garner. Tribula- 
tion is derived from the Latin tribu- 
lum, which was the threshing instru- 
ment or harrow whereby the Roman 
husbandman separated the corn from 
the husks; and tribulatio in its pri- 
mary significance was the act of thTs 
separation. [“Study of Words,” Lect. 
Il.) Im correct usage the word has 
preserved all its sacred and solemn 
meaning, but the newspaper which sees 
no merit in the effort to maintain the 
etymological purity of the mother 
tongue debases its signification when, 
In telling of the search made for a 
stray submarine mine, it says, ‘the 
search was made in fear and tribula- 
tion.’

IGHT HEART ESSENTIAL 
SUCCESS. 


| A light heart\.under failure is an- 
other condition of success which may 
be written down as an essential. No 
one should need to be warned against 
the deleterious effects of the blues. 

Nothing deadens the heart of enter- 

prise, or unstrings the nerves of action, 
‘like a fit of the blues. In one of those 
beautiful prayers which Robert Louis 
' Stevenson wrote for us, in his Samoan 
household, he prayed for ‘courage and 
gayety and a guiet mind.” A man 
who backs up his brains with these 
three gifts has all the odds in his 
favor. It is next to impossible that he 
should fail in what he undertakes. to 
accomplish. 

Gayety is the essence of power. What 
is there in a failure or two to ery 
about, or in a dozen faltlures, when 
you know you are bound to get there? 
Success is not an external trophy, not 
something you have to hunt or en- 
snare, like a bird. Success inheres in 
oneself, or in every true piece of work 
one does. Not the most powerful op- 
position, not the bitterest cr meanest 
underestimation, can do more than de- 
lay any success we really deserve. U!- 
timately, we and our work must be as- 
sessed at its proper value; and, though 
we mav be dead when the time comes, 
we shall have succeeded none the le sa. 
Every day we hear of men succeeding 
in their graves. But that only means 
that the world was slow to see that 
they had succeeded years ago, while 
they were living and working with us. 
lhe men themselves, We may b® sure, 
though robbed of temporary rewards, 
knew, deep in their hearts, that they 
had succeeded, and confidently left 
their work behind to “report them and 
their cause aright.” when the time 
should come for its value to be under- 
siood. To be misunderstood, to be 
vilified, to be laughed at, to dle poor 
and unregarded, is not to fail. So long 
as you know, without a shadow of 
doubt, that your work is real, and that 
the very universe is committed to take 
care of it, and compel its recognition, 
you can afford to die with a smile on 
your lips, or the sunshine of success 
filling your heart.—[{Richard Le Gal- 
lienne, in March Success.

VERPRODUCTION A RANK 
FALLACY. 


All great authorities agree that 
genera! overproduction is an impossi- 
bility, thouch meny admit that over- 
production in one or more articles fre- 
quently occuis. I take iesve with all 
who make this admission. I clalm 
that these exceptions are not cases of 
“overproduction,” but simply cases of 
temporary surplus production—and 
that temporary surplus proluction is 
not only natural but that it is neces- 
sary t6 man’s comfort and welfare. 

Man long ago discovered that the 
earth yields its food products during 
short annual periods which we now 
call harvest: and that if he woud en- 
joy these products continuously, he 
must gather and store up of the sure 
plus during these periods, sufficient to 
satisfy his wants until the next har- 
vest. This was man’s first lesson; that 
temporary surplus producticn was a 
necessity to his comfort and welfare, 
and was not “overproduction.” Over- 
production is a term which should 
never be applied to the production of 
any useful or desirable commodity, 
which can be preserved or carried toa 
place or time when it will be needed, 

Only a few years ago there were 
seasons when the receipts of fruit In all 
large cities were sometimes so great 
within a few days, and thereby prices 


were forced so low, that the fruit 
scarcely brought the amount of the 
freight. Very often large quantities 


went to decay for lack of demand. 
This in turn discouraged shipments, 
and then would succeed a season of 
great scarcity. It took experience and 
many years of loss to rectify this con- 
dition, but finally it was accomplished 
by the establishment of fruit exchanges 
and cold-storage warehouses, where 
fruits can be preserved in a perfect 
condition for months. The result ts 
that prices of a'l such products are 
now more stable, the public is more 
regularly supplied, at all seasons, con- 
sumption has been enormously in- 
creased, and thé profits of beth pro- 
ducers and dealers are more uniform 
and remunerative. It was temporary 
surplus production of fruit, before it 
was brought under intelligent centrol, 
which caused irregularity in the sup- 
ply.—{George H. Hull, in the Engineer-

PRIMROSES. 


No flower holds the same place 
in the affections of the peopie of the 
British Isles as does the common prim- 
rose, Primula vulgaris. It is so closely 
associated with the country life that 
it would be hard to find a person who 
does not know what it is. One of the 
first flowers to open in spring, it is 
largely used to decorate the churches 
at Easter. One of the pleasant recol- 
lections of my life is of the time I used 
to go gathering primroses from the 
hedge rows and woods for Easter dec- 
orations. 

About twenty years ago a political 
party endeavored to identify the flower 
with their platform, and formed the 
Primrose League, but the plant was 
much too pretty and national to be 
claimed by one party, and the selec- 
tion has evidently failed to fulfill the 
purpose. 

Rather different from the English 
sparrow and some other “institutions,” 
ic does not make itself entirely at home 
in America; but as a garden plant it Is 
well worthy of a little attention. 

The greatest drawbacks to its wel- 
fare in this climate are the hot sum- 
mers and severe winters, the former be- 
ing the worst: but if planted where it 
can get a littie shade and moisture in 
summer, and a slight protection of 
leaves or other material In winter, it 
will well repay for the extra care, It 
is hardly necessary to speak of the 
color, ag it has given its name to that 
shade of pale yellow; but there are 
many garden hybrids of different col- 
ors, ranging through .all shades of biue 
and purple, that are very pretty and 
sweetly scented. The cowslip, Primula 
veris and P. officinalis, names it is va- 
riously known under. is very much like 
the primrose in habit and general ap- 
pearance, but thé Individual flowers ere 
deeper yellow ahd smaller, with several 
borne on one stem, forming an umbel, 
while the true primrose has only one 
flower on a stem.—{Ernest Hemming 
in Meehan's Monthly for March.

ROAD TO PARADISE. 


The March Era contains, among 
other features, a particularly interest- 
ing account of “The Mecca Road to 
Paradise,” by John La:igdon Heaton, 
who has impregnated it with the at- 
mosphere of the East. Below is an 
extract: 

In the East time is valueless. For a 
month before the starting of the Kis- 
wa, wild people from the desert fringes 
gather in the caravanseral, sending up, 
the price of lodging to the unbelievable 
height of 10 cents a day. There are 
haughty Moors, in hand-woven gela- 
bas, Algerines and Tunisians gabbling 
broken French, Takrouri from Ethi- 
opia, Mograbis, who trust to their thick 
black hair to ward off the sun, and 
Riff ruffians who have not even this 
protection, their pates being shaven 
except for the scalp lock by which 
Mohammed is to hoist them into Para- 
dise. There are black men from up 
the Nile who have never seen rain in 
their lives, and to whom Caliro’s yearly 
half inch of water from the skies is at 
once a marvel and a threat of swift 
transiation by phthisis. 

In Cairo the true de ment of the 
pilgrim is tauglit while you wait. 
After the sights of the place, after 
wondering at the lonely grandeur of 
the Tombs of the Caliphs, trotting on 
donkey-back to Moses’s well and the 
mosques ef Kait Bey and Ibn Tulun, 
the wanderers seek in El Azhar Uni- 
versity coaching for their journey. A 
queer. university this, with its 10,000 
students. Its central square is open 
to the sun; about it ere separate 
“riwaks” or porches for each of the 
twenty-four recognized nations of Is- 
lam; in each riwak, youth from all the 
Moslem world study to chant the Ko- 
ran, to write beautiful Arabic script, 
and in the end to be doctors, lawyers, 
kadis, rulers. Each nation has its own 
ceremonial way of dong so simple a 
thing as drinking water. Nor are sect 
differences a trivial matter. The 
schism between the Sunni and the Sufi 
is. so bitter that each deems it duty 
to pollute the holy wells and sacred 
places of the other, though if detected 
the penalty is death. Minor variations 
in belief and custom are numberiless. 
There are Moslems who wear tbe fez, 
the turban, the torboosh or no head 
covering at all; those who bid women 
veil theselves and those who do not: 
those who reek of garlic and those 
who hold onions accursed, because. as 
they claim, Mohammed never ate them. | 
And the plain man needs guidance.

HILIPPINE SCHOOL PROBLEM 


The problem of establishing a mod- 
ified American school system in the 
Philippine Islands, under existing con- 
ditions, says Frederick Atkinson, Su- 
perintendent of Education, in the 
March Atlantic, is also the problem of 
supplanting an old system deeply in- 
terwoven with the religious beliefs and 
social institutions of a semi-civilized 
people. The Spanish messengers of the 
faith who came to these islands im- 
planted the faith and education at 
the same time. .. . In pursuit of 
church policy, the education of the in- 
dividual person did not go very far. 
When a Filipino felt an inclfnation to 
acquire an intelléctual education, he 
could do so only by taking part in 
ecclesiastical instruction. ... Im- 
pervious as it has been to every lib- 
eralizing influence, the exclusively re- 
li¢ious school system that the Amerti« 
cans found here was an anachronism. 
recalling European school systems of 
more than a hundred years ago. ..., 
Nearly every organized town had its 
school, and in it the pupils were taught 
to read and to write, more or less me- 
chanically, the native dialect, the 
catechism, and obedience. A small fee 
was necessary for admission. In vital- 
izing power—that which should elevate 
and uplift the race—the system was 
wholly lacking: and without this 
power any system must fail. 

Aside from the public schools and 
the churches, there have been no other 
important sources of enlightenment. A 
person may know how to read and 
write, yet possess not even the rudi- 
ments of culture. The assertion is 
made that “80 per cent. can read and

who cannot. If this refers to the total 


Philippine population of seven and a 
half millions, and to “read” means to 
understand the material one is read- 
ing. and to “write,” more than the 
writing of one’s name, I 
willing to venture an opinion that the 
amount of literacy would be nearer 
the reverse of the above. @t is com- 
monly stated that 5 per cent. of the 
inhabitants can speak and understand 
Spanish. Public’ libratfes, lecture 
courses, broad commercial relations 
with foreign countries, widespread 
daily press to give publicity to all 
affaires of: state and society, ra 
theaters, active participation in pub- 
lic affairs, street-corner political dis- 
cussions—these and other agencies of 
such essential importance for the gen- 
eral advance of culture have been al- 
most entirely lacking. Traveling li- 
braries, in the form of supplementary 
English reading and lec- 
tures on American iife and government 
are being organized by the school de- 
partment. 

There could have been no clearer ex- 
pression of American purposes with 
regard to the Philippines than was 
presented in the reopening and organ- 
izing of schools by military command- 
ers as soon as peace Was restored in 


their posts. Gen. Otis and Gen. Mac- | 


Arthur both strongly favored and ad- 
vanced a progressive educational pol- 
icy. During the first year of the war 
educational 
confined to the city of Manila, where 
American authority was firmly estab- 
lished; but as soon as practicable the 
work was extended throughout all 
provinces where conditions warranted 
it. Soldier teachers were put into the 
schools to teach English. The central 
military government ordered and _,dis- 


tributed large quantities of Amefican | 


school books and supplies. Financia! 
aid was given to towns too poor te 
pay the salaries of native teachers and 
the rentals of schoo] buildings. The 
educational work done under the 
purely military régime, with old ma- 
chinery. was hardly systematic or 
ideal, but it showed that the military 
authorities recognized the value of a 
system of schools—to quote Gen. Mac- 
Arthur—“as. an adjunct to military 
operations, calculated to pacify the 
people, and to procure and expedite the 
restoration of tranquillit® throughout 
the archipelago.”

I see them 
often in these waters. They carry peasants free from 
Russia to Siberia and the government gives each family 
from 200 to 300 acres of land free of charge. It also loans 
them money to start farming and furnishes agricultural 
implements at reduced rates. Within seven years a'most 
20,000,000 acres of state lands have been turned over to 
immigrants and from now on the settled country will 
be rapidly| increased. I have no figures as to the num- 
vers which are coming in by the Trans-Siberian Ralil- 
road, but they must be enormous, for the government 
has reduced the emigrant fares to a minimum and it is 
aiding emigration in every possible way, 


The Czar in Manchuria. 


The Czar has already begun to colonize Manchuria. 
The soldiers who guard the railroads have in many cases 
brought their families with them, and they are set- 
tling along the line as they build it. The Russians make 
no bones of saying they own Manchuria. Gen. Gribsky, 
who has charge of the territory, recently sent ofit a 
proclamation that the Chinese would not be allowed to 
settie in certain sections, as the lands were to be used 
for Russian colonization. He forbade them to build in 
the town of Aigun, as it was needed for quartering the 


Russian troops and for Russian warehouses. It was ia 
Aigun. that the Chinese fought the Russians. The town 
was destroyed and the villages near it. Gen. Gribsky 
has warned the Chinese that if one of them dares to 
shoot at or injure a Russian, he will have his village 
or town burned to the ground. He closes his proclama- 
tion with the following: 

“The Russian Czar loves those who obey him. Tura 
a deaf eye to the evil counsellors who urge you to fight 
us! They are your enemies and will bring you to ruin 
and death! Woe be unto you if you do otherwise than 
as we command you!” 

The Chinese know by bitter experience that the Rus- 
sians will do what they say. They will treat the people 
weil if they obey them, but if they do not, they will not 
hesitate to annihilate them. Some of the towns along 
the Amur River were utterly destroyed during the late 
war. An Ohio man who crossed it saw thirteen Chinese 
Villages in flames at one time, and described the river 
as black with bodies for three days after the Russians 
took one of the Chinese cities upon its banks. 


Russia's Manchurian Railroad. 


The Czar is rapidly pushing his railroad to the north- 
ward to connect with the Trans-Siberian system. Short 
passages by rail to Europe are already advertised at 
the leading ports, and we shall soon be able to gv 
from Port Arthur to Paris. The railroad is nominally 
under the control of the Eastern Chinese Railroad Com- 
pany, but this is another name for the Russian govern- 
ment. The company itself has a capital of $2,509,000, but 
its bonds are guaranteed by the government and are sup- 


} posed to be held by it. 


The provisions of the concession forbid China to col- 
lect a tariff on goods in transit upon it, and the Russian 
Officials.and Russian mails are to be carried free. Rus- 
sia is to have charge of the pustal syst«m along the line, 
and with it goes the privilege of opening up and develop- 
ing the mineral resources of Manchuria. Russian en- 
gineers and surveyors are now traveling over the coun- 
try prospecting it. They have already found coal and 
fron and some rich mines of gold. There are large coal 
fields near Mukden, the capital of Manchuria, which will 
be tapped by the railroad. The coal there is said to be 
better than the Japanese and equal to the Cardiff and 
Pocahontas coals. It will have a good market at Port 
Arthur and Talienwan, and the mines will pay well. At 
present the most of the mining is done by the natives. 
The coal is gotten out by hand and carried to the mar- 
kets in Chinese carts. It is both anthracite and bitum- 
tnous. 

The Czar’s Metropolis on the Yellow Sea, 

The Czar has already chosen the site for his metropolis 

in this part of the world. It is to be at the terminus of 
the Manchurian Railroad system, within a few mils of 
Port Arthur.- This place will surpass Viadivostok, as it 
will have an open harbor the year around, and will be 
more easily accessible. The Russians are building it 
much as Peter the Great built St. Petersburg. They are 
Inying out the city on a grand scale, expecting to bring 
in the people after it is completed. They are building 
imenense breakwaters out from the shore and are so 
dredging the harbor that it will admit the largest of the 
Ocean steamers. They have already built warehouses 
and piers and are putting-up other buildings euitable 
to the great city of the future. 
The name of this town is to be Talienwan and the 
present intention is to make it a free port. It will have 
wide streets crossing one another at right angles. It will 
have large public gardens and parks. I understand that 
they are already laying the sewers and bu'lding bazsars, 
and that before any lots are sold. The city is to be a 
business one. The military fortifications will be at Port 
Arthur, which is also being improved 


Newchwang and Mukden. 


It is a question as to what rights foreigners will have 
in Talienwan, or, indeed, in any of the Manchurian 
cities. The Russians believe in controlling things for 
their own people, and limitations will probably be placed 
on foreign settlements and foreign business, although at 
present the Russians say otherwise. There has already 
been some trouble as to the rights of Americans in Mane 
churia, and that especially in Newchwang. This is a 
town situated on the Liao River, thirteen miles from its 
mouth. It has been an open port for some years, but 
the Russians have instituted a military station there and 
they claim to control the town. They have had charge 
of the customs and act as though the whole country be- 
longed to them. They furnish a military band, which 
gives Sunday concerts. 

Newchwang has until now been the chief port for 
Manchuria, and it has English, German and American 
houses. The Russians have built a branch railroad to 
it, the Russo-Chinese Bank has opened a house there 
and the foreigners fear that their trade will be gobbled 
by Russians. 

Mukden, the capital of Manchuria, will be the chief 
interior city along the line. It is a walled town of 
about two hundred thousand people, and as the seat of 
the Chinese Governor, it has been the center of every- 
thing Manchurian. The town is said to be like Peking 
and to have fine Chinese houses, 


Will Russia Grab Korea? \ 


The question as to whether the Russiens will take 
possession of Korea is one of the future. They will cer- 
tainly not concede it to Japan. The Japanese are very 
jealous of Russia and resent their acquiring territory 
on the Korean Peninsula. They threatened war in the 
spring of 1900, when the officers of the Czar took posses- 
sion of the harbor of Masampo, on the south coast.

balloon Into an aéroplane or vice versa.” It is propelled 
‘by “serews of considerable length, having continuous 
spiral webs or blades.” 

An airship propelled by the explosion of cartridges 
at the stern was the inspiration whieh gave a patent to 
an Oakland, Cal., genius the other week. “The gases 
| resulting from the explosion of the cartridge in escap- 
ing through the orifice exert their full force in propell- 
ing the ship forward,” explains the inventor. 

The third most recent patent in aérostats goes to an- 
other Californian. “A suitable body or house,” says he, 
“is constructed, the upper portion of which forms a 
gas-containing chamber.” An Albuquerque man comes 
next with a balloon in the shape of a huge ring in whose 
center is a powerful and enormous propeller wheel re- 
volving in a horizontal plane and thus screwing the 
entire device toward the zenith. Below puff powerful 
engines about which hover the terrified crew. . 

A giant bumble-bee, or an airship which looks exactly 
like one, was lately patented by a genius of the Quaker 
City. Although the outlines of the vehicle are So like 
the insect named, the inventor specifies that “its prin- 
ciple of locomotion shall resemble that of a bird—that 
}is, it shall have the lightness and strength, with the 
wings or propelling devices located at the most desira- 
ble point to effect the moving of the machine and hav- 
ing a simple means under the direct control of the op- 
erator for ‘shifting the gravity point, directing motion 
up or down.” The operator perches himself upon a 
small leather saddle and waves the wings of the device 
by vigorously revolving a pair of bicycle pedals.” And 
these are but a few of the latest. And who knows but 
that some of them may be entered for the St. Louis 
cup; or that one of them will carry off the $100,000 
prize. 


Whether the new aérodrome which Mr. Langley is 
constructing for the army will have been completed in 
time for the St. Louis contest is a matter of doubt. 
While Europeans have made the most notable strides 
as masters of aérostats of the drigible balloon type, Mr. 
Langley has unquestionably won the laurels of the 
contest in the broad field of airodynamics. His aéro- 
drome, weighing more than the air which it displaces, 
is sustained and propelled exclusively by forces which 
its engine produces. No buoyant gas aids its flight or 
direction, whereas the aérostats of Santos Dumont, of 
Count Zeppelin, of the French army and all of those in 
fact which have traveled a mile have been no more thag 
elongated balloons with propellers and rudders.

Canadian Pacific Antagonized. 


Then trouble commenced in Butte. Report said Heinze 
was losimg money in British Columbia and was badly 
tied up. Litigation that threatened his Butte holdings 
was pregnant. It was intended to crush Heinze while 
involved across the border. He sought and lost a cash 
subsidy from the Ottowa government to aid in building 
a hundred miles of new railway that would open 100,000 
square miles of new country. This angered the Canadian 
Pacific. He was encroaching on their domain, and tak- 
ing their perquisites. They threatened to cut off his 
shipments, to parallel his road and ruin his smelter by 
making lower rates elsewhere. Heinze’s horizon grew 
Shadowed. The attack came on all sides. A trusted en- 
gineer agate oi joined his enemies and carried 
plans o Heinze’s mines, All success breeds 
some jealousy. Heinze’s meteoric rise had 
a trail of sparks which burned and scarred. Yet in 
spite of it all that could be done against him he sold his 
railway and smelter to the Canadian Pacific Company at 
a profit of $300,000. Then he came to Butte and the cop- 
per war, was on. 

President Bigelow 8f the big Boston and Montana, ac- 
cused Heinze of mining in that company’s ground and 
Stealing their ore. This was the treachery of the en- 
gineer. Heinze denied the charge.’ Then, with impres- 
Sive mien, Bigelow threatened immediate suit for $300,000. 
In Boston, that would have been very effective, but in the 
rarefied air of Butte ita force became dissipated. Heinze 
replied: 

“If you do, Mr. Bigelow, I'll involve every mine in 
Butte in litigation.” 


Plenty of Litigation. 


Bigelow sued and Heinze kept his word. There are 
seventy-two cases now pending in Montana courts. Until 
1899 the fight was purely local; New York had but pass- 
ing interest. Heinze admitted dividends of $400,000 per 
annum, and used ag much more in legal expenses that 
he omitted in annua] statements. In 1899, the Amal- 
gamated Copper Company incorporated for $75,000,000 
and took over Daly’s Anaconda properties and some 
smaller mines. Rockefeller’s name and the backing of 
the City Bank of New York assured confidence, and the 
Stock was five times oversubscribed. By purchase the 
Amalgamated became a party to the litigation. Later 
the Michael Davitt, claimed by both Heinze and Amal- 
gamated, reached the Supreme Court, and the court com- 
pelled Heinze to furnish bonds to the amount of $825,000. 
The Amalgamated placed a double hurdie with a ditch 
between. But Helnze found the bonds and the Amal- 
gamated absorbed Boston and Montana and issued $80,- 
000,000 more stock to pay for it. At the rate of produc- 
tion then the Boston and Montana could pay dividends 
of 7 per cent. on the whole $155,000,000 of the Amal- 
gamated, and their stock reached 130. But Heinze had 
been shuffling a brand new deck in Montana, anda 
political campaign was on, with the election of two 
county judges as the prizes. After a fight in which ev- 
ery vote was bitterly fought for, Heinze'’s judges were 
elected by handsome pluralities. Then the Amalgamated 
carried the fight to the Legislature, where they sought 
by special legislation to move the cases to other coun- 
ties, but Heinze outgeneraled them and the Governor's 
vote ended that phase. " 

Then followed an injunction, secured by John Mac- 
Ginnis, Heinze’s manager, and a stockholder in Boston 
and Montana, prohibiting them from paying any divi- 
dends to the Amalgamated. Legal appeals failed to dis- 
solve the court's order and the money, instead of pay- 
ing 7 per cent. dividends on Amalgamated stock. is ac- 
cumulating in the bank. It was an unexpected sviar 
plexus blow and Amalgamated shares dropped to 60, 
a loss in value of $108,500,000. All this was the ef- 
fect of an order of a county judge receiving $3600 a year.

SOME FIRST APPEARANCES. 


TRAGIC AND AMUSING DEBUTS OF SOME WELL- 
KNOWN ACTORS. 


[Tit-Bits:] By a very curious coincidence Sir Henry 
Irving was making his first bow to the public from a 
Sunderland stage when his companion in so many tri- 
umphs, Miss Ellea Terry. was making a first appearance 
at Manchester under conditions which might beave becn 
tragic. 

To neither is the memory of that evening pleasant. 
To Mr. Irving it was “an eternity of torture;” and his 
nervousness was so great that on leaving the stage he 
fainted outright. “Little Ellen Terry's” experiences 
were still more painful, and culminated, like Mr. Irv- 
ing’s, in a dead faint the moment she left the stage. 


She was playing the part of Puck in “Midsummer 
Night's Dream”—she was only seven years old at the 
time—and, in the words of a critic of the time, was “as 
sweet and dainty a Puck as was ever seen on any stage;” 
and at the close of the play she had to rise through a 
trap door, throned on a mushroom, to make the closing 
speech. 

By some mischance the trap door was closed too soon, 
imprisoning one of her feet; and when the foot was re- 
leased it was found that one of her toes was broken. 
In spite of this, however, the brave girl made her 
speech without faltering, only to faint away at its con- 
clusion. 

In Mise Nellie Farren’s first engagement what she 
calls “a horrible accident” happened to her. As a child 
of seven she was playing Aladdin at Exeter, and was 
packed in a small box, which ought to have vanished 
slowly through a trap door. Unfortunately, as she 
says, “something was wrong with that trap door. I do 
not know whether the carpenter's arrangements fell 
through, but I do know that I did, and that into a deep 

Everyene thought the child must be killed; her 
mother, who was on the stage at the time, became hys- 
terical, and all was excitement and confusion, until a 
small, faint voice came through the trap door: “Its 
all right, mammie. I'se not hurt.” 

M. Coquelin's first appearance is also a painful mem- 
ory to him. In spite of much anxious preparation he 
felt that his acting was a failure and that his pros- 
pects were ruined at the very threshold of his career. 

As he left the stage during the second act with the 
words— 

Those cruel words have set my blood on fire, 

I'll seek the air to cool my boiling ire, 
a voice called out from the body of the theater: “That's 
right, old fellow; do go and air yourself—only don't 
come back again.” A 

Sir Squire Bancroft first appeared at Pirminzham dis- 
guised as a pantomime courtier under a huge mask. 
During this first engagement of six months he played 
thirty-six different characters, and through one terrible 
month he acted a different part every evening. 

That the beginning of a stage career is not necessarily 
any index of future achievement is proved by the odd 
fact that Mr. Beerbohm Tree was first seen on the stage, 
at a Globe matinée, in the character of Grimaldi, the 
clown; while Mr. Edward ‘Terry's first impersonation 
was that of the Lord Mayor of London. / 

Mr. Terry's first professional appearance was in “Col- 
leen Bawn.” on the stage of a provincial mechanics’ in- 
stitute, and was chiefly memorable from the facts that 
he was only alpwed half an hour in which to learn his 
part, and that there was only one dressing-room for 
actors and actresses, the men sitting on the stage while 
the ladies were dressing. 

Mrs. Kendal’s acquaintance with the stage began at 
the very immature age of three, and her first speech, 
which was quite impromptu, was addressed to her nurse, 
whom she espied in the pit: “Oh! nursey, darling, do 
look at my pretty shoes.” 

It is interesting to recall that while Sir Squire Ban- 
croft'’s initial salary was 21s. a week, Mr. Grosssmith 
began his stage career as John Wellington Wells with 
the munificent salary of twelve guineas a week.

The plantain is seedless, like the banana. If the dif- 
ferences already pointed out are borne in mind, what re- 
mains to be said of the one may be applied to the other. 
One might use a hyphenated form, as is done by fam- 
ilies of distinction, and write of the banana-plantains; 
but it will save space to let the name of the fruit stand 
for both. The banana, then, as might be anticipated 
from the perfect state at which it has arrived, is a fruit 
of great antiquity and, like many other useful products 
of nature, had its origin in the eastern tropics. It was 
named in Sanskrit, a tongue that has long been dead, 
and mentioned in early Indian records. The tradition 
that the Greek soldiers of Alexander the Great found in 
India this wonderfully fruitful tree “under whose 
branches the sages of the East reposed” is quoted by 
De Candolle, the great botanist, in explanation of its 
name, Musa sapientum. The second, or specific, title 
refers, of course, to this association of the plant with 
the oriental pundits. The rare wild banana, moreover, 
has not been discoveed anywhere except in the farther 
East. Dr. King of Calcutta reported having found speci- 
mens with seeds in the Andaman Islands, Bay of Bengal. 
It is generally believed by botanists that the ancestors 
of this useful tree grow in that part of the eastern 
tropics called Malaysia and thence spread far and wide 
over tropical Asia. 


Advent in the West. 


Contrasted with the hoary’ antiquity of eastern hor- 
ticulture, the tillage of the varieties of Musa sapientum 
in tropical America seems a thing of yesterday. Car- 
ried westward with the course of Spanish empire, the 
plant was introduced into the West Indies early in the 
sixteenth century. Humboldt upheld the Aztec tradi- 
tion that Peru received it from the Far East by way 
of the Pacific; but since his time botanists have come to 
the conclusion that it reached that country from the At- 
lantic coast of South Amerita. However that may be, 


the banana was planted and propagated in the new 
world by cuttings derived from an Asiatic source. 
Within the last decade its cultivation in Central 


America has been greatly stimulated by an increasing 
demand from the United States. The improvements in 
ecean freighting have made it possible to speedily bring 
the produce of the Gulf Coast to the markets of this 
great fruit-consuming country. The bananas imported 
into the United States during the eight months ending 
with February, 1901, were valued in round numbers at 
$3,500,000. As the importations from Hawaii are no 
longer shown in the customs’ return, these figures only 


proportions, from Central America and Jamaica. 

In that island and in Nicaragua and Costa Rica, the 
planting of bananas for the New York market has been 
mainly fostered by American capital. American syn- 
dicates own extensive plantations in the fertile, deep- 
silted lowlands of Costa Rica. There the banana suck- 
ers are planted in holes about twelve feet apart. They 
grow with amazing rapidity under the combined in- 
fluence of humid air and high temperature. Our far- 
mers who have to wait patiently for the coy, delayed 
bearing of olive, or orange, may well envy the tropical 
planter whose trees shoot up from suckers and ripen 
their crops in one short year. No longer time is re- 
quired to mature this noble plant, with its crown of 
giant leaves and its drooping, burdened fruit stalk. 
The mode of growth, the “habit of the banana.is de- 


signed to aid the grower; for the great “bunch,” weigh- 


ing with is clusters of fruit from thirty to sixty pounds, 


curves over and hangs down, as if to offer its precious 


load to the grasp of the harvester.

Those moralists who, 
with Lucretius, find a subtle pleasure in looking on, 
while other people are hard at work, blame “all bount!- 
ful Nature for being too ready to be lessen the labors 
of tropical man and so hinder the proper development 
of his energy.” It would hardly be fair, perhaps, to 
Class with these Walker, the famous filibuster; yet there 
exists a tradition that, during his brief dictatorship, he 
planned to extirpate the corrupting plant, root and 
branch, from the. soil of Nicaragua. With the removal 
of his easily-won subsistence, the native “peon” would 
be compelled to lead a more strenuous life. This scheme 
for lightening the white man's burden was, of course, 
never carried out. 

The banana met with criticism of another kind from 
the celebrated naturalist, A. R. Wallace. He had noth- 
ing to say against the plant or its fruit, but he found 
fault with the uses to which it had been put In art. The 
giant leaf of the banana is commonly associated with 
the palm in the set piece that represents tropical 
scenery. Its outlandish size has always made it a fav- 
orite with artists as a background to the rhinoceros and 
the elephant, especially in the cuts which tlustrate pop- 
ular works on Natural History. To this Wallace ob- 
jected that the proper setting for those huge animals is 
the confused, matted jungle in which striking leaf forma 
are not conspicuous; and he condemned such represen- 
tation for foresting what he called the tropical fallacy,” 
the mistaken notion that in the tropics Nature is all 
gorgeous color and bizarre form. 

Yet, from another point of view, the gigantic leaf 
may be taken for a true symbol of the wonderful exuber- 
ance of those climes. The curléd-up bud, swelling with 
rich sap, may almost be seen to uncoil and spread its 
thin green blade to the sun, so rapid is the course of 
tropical life. In a picture of the surroundings of a na- 
tive home it must always find a place. The plantain, 
arching its crown of lucid green behind the shelter of 
the leaf-thatched hut, the circle of waving palms, the 
brown, naked children sprawling in the sun, the long, 
blue roller curving into foam upon the coral beach—- 
these make up a true portrait of native life in a tropical 
island. 


In Hawaii. 


Amid such scenes the banana is now grown upon 

American soil, under the American flag, in the Territory. 
of Hawaii. It is from these plantations that the fruit 
market of the Pacific Coast is chiefly supplied. Plan- 
tains, introduced from the Malay peninsula, have been 
grown in the South Sea archipelagos from remote ages; 
but of late years the cultivation of the banana has been 
much exteneded—in Hawali, at any rate—to meet the 
demands of Western America. Hillebrand found the 
plant growing apparently wild, under the native name 
of Maia, in the mountains of the Hawaiian isles. But 
for purposes of cultivation the native variety has been 
almost entirely supplanted by a dwarfish kind of banana, 
introduced from China. The Celestials, it is well known, 
are skilled in subduing nature, they can compress a 
pine tree within the compass of a fruit box; and they 
have succeeded in propagating a variety of banana that 
roots deep and does not grow high. 
Let us glance, in conclusion, at some of the family 
connections of the plantain-bananas. The Ravenala, or 
traveler's tree of Madagascar, which grows in Honolulu, 
is their first cousin. It is planted in most botanical 
gardens for the sake of its strange appearance. Its long, 
plantain-like leaves radiate from a short stem, forming 
a colossal green fan; and the overlapping leaf stalks 
grow together at their bases into cups in which rain 
water collects. Musa textiles of the Philippines, another 
American by adoption, is commercially the most im- 
portant member of the group: for from it is derived the 
world-famous Manila hemp. Lastly, there is the Stre- 
litsia, a pot plant with a flower scheme in violet and 
orange and leaves like those of the banana in miniature. 
It is grown here in Los Angeles. This brings us home 
‘again after circling the world in quest of the origin, 
nature and development of one of the most ancient and 
useful and domesticated plants. Fr. W. REID.

Word comes from London by way of the newspapers of 
a new cure for consumption—the use of high-tension 
electric currents, 80,000 volts or so. The matter is ex- 
ploited in the usual fashion. To encourage the reader's 
imagination, he is treated to graphic comparisons of the 
“awe-inspiring force” of 80,000 volts. It takes but 500 
to run an electric locomotive or a trolley car. Only 1500 
volts are used in the electrocutions. The inference is 
that the force of 80,000 must be dreadful. It is not. One 
of Tesla’s really solid contributions to scientific progress 
in this field was to produce currents of enormous tension 
and great frequency of alteration, and to show that 
these are harmless as they pass through the body. A 
man may allow Tesla currents, as they are called by all 
the world over, amounting to hundreds of thousands 
and even millions of volts, to flow through him and 
hardly be aware of the fact. Indeed, where a shock from 
a thousand volts may be fatal if the quantity be suf- 
ficient, of a million one may be unconscious. Above a 
moderate “tension” the current becomes less and less 
painful and dangerous, the higher the voltage, until with 
the electro-magnetic currents of incredible frequency, 
which we call light, they may act upon even so sensitive 


a surface as the eye without harm.—[{Harper’s Weekly,

As the same negroes who wrought this ruin, with their 


descendants, form today nine-tenths of the population 


of our new Danish possessions, some account of this 


riot and its causes may be of value to us in studying 
what is, after all, the real problem concerning these 
islands, namely: What political rights are to be granted 
to their inhabitants? 

Accurate information on the subject is very difficult 
to obtain. The books published about the West Indies 
barely mention the insurrection, or ignere it entirely. 
The semi-official West Indian Almanac, published at St. 
Thomas, skips deftly over it with a brief sentence. The 
annexationists are afraid to mention it, lest it injure 
their cause, and it was only after much trouble that the 
writer found one who had lived through that exciting 
time and was willing to talk about it. 

Amid the wreck of what once had been a fine dwell- 
ing, seated on crumbling steps that led up to nothing 
more substantial than the blue, tropic sky, his voice 
quivered with emotion as he talked. 


Cause of Insurrection. 


The foundation of the trouble was really laid by ae 
fatal error of the government, in 1848, a mistake which 
has never been forgotten by the negro, and may yet be 
bitterly regretted by our government. At that time it 
was announced that slavery would soon be abolished. 
As was the case in all the other islands, the news 
proved too much for the negro’s mental] equilibrium. 
As the appointed date drew near, he refused to work, 
and, taking first to drinking, quite naturally wound up 
the celebration by a bit of rioting. Had the disturbance 
been put down with a strong hand, no permanent harm 
would have been done. But, instead, against the pro- 
test of the cooler heads, the government, in a panic of 
unreasoning fear, proclaimed the liberation of the slaves 
at once, ahead of time. 

The rioting immediately ceased, but the negroes had 
tasted the sweets of power. "Bhough they bad been but 
yesterday a mass of whip-driven slaves, now they could 
rule their former masters with the awful scourge of the 
mob. Although they waited thirty long years, they had 
not forgotten. 

Slavery had been succeeded by the “Labor Law,” un- 
der which every negro laborer was compelled to sign a 
contract with some planter on the first of October, 
binding himself to work through the ensuing year for 
ten cents in cash, and ten cents in food a day. Any 
found after the second of October who had not signed 
such a contract were punished. : 


Law Repealed. 


Even this unsatisfactory arrangement was so much 
better than previous conditions that at first there were 
no complaints. Each October, however, dissatisfaction 
grew stronger until, in 1877, the mutterings of a gather- 
ing storm began to get so intense that the government 
announced a repeal of the law, to take effect three years 
from date. 

Again they had triumphed. The leaders of the upris- 
ing of 1848 recalled the easy victory of the past. Three 
years was a long time to wait, but still they hesitated. 
As the first of October, 1878, drew near, however, it was 
noticed that a new spirit of insolence had appeared 
among the laborers. As they assembled in the towns 
where the contracts were to be renewed, there was much 
disorder, On the morning of the first, the planters were 
surprised to find a well-organized opposition to the re- 
newal of the contracts. Arguments, threats, promises, 
all proved unavailing. Every hour fresh bands of negroes, 
armed with keen machetes, marched into town, chanting 
fragments of wild African melodies. Toward dusk the 
merchants, fearing trouble, put up their heavy shutters,

The morning 
came unseen save for the lighting up of the dense blue 
smoke that filled the streets. A planter rode bravely into 
town, forgetting that these former slaves had tasted 
freedom and power. Maddened at the ruin of his estate, 
he rode straight into the mob, lashing right and left with 
his heavy riding whip. For an instant the crowd fell 
back, the old instinct still strong. For an instant it 
seomed that daring would succeed. Then a huge negro, 
his face bleeding a cut of the lash, and working 
with brute passion, leaped forward and seized a stirrup. 
In a instant it was all over. A swirl of half-naked 
black forms, the piercing neigh of a dying horse, the 
awful cry, half-scream, half-curse of a humaa being in 
the throes of a fearful death, and it was done. Seized 
by @ strange panic, the mob turned and fled. A bundle 
of red-stained, muddied clothes lay in a sickening heap, 
very quiet on the cobblestones. 

Of the deeds done that dreadful day there remains no 
record. Gaunt chimneys, towering like seared, ungainly 
monuments above the smouldering ashes of the factories 
around them, mile after mile of black, unsighly 
fields veiled in a sickening, deep blue smoke—these alone 
could tell the tale. Strangely enough, that red stain, 
slowly thickening on the cobblestones, marked the only 
human victim of the mob. Satiated with their wi!d orgy, 
there was a lull and then—the prayed-for troops arrived. 
Only 200 of them! What could they do against 6000 sav- 
ages? Yesterday they had been torn to pieces in an 
instant, but now reaction had set in. Frightened at 
their own daring, the negroes fled before the soldiers. 
Swiftly, relentlessly, the rioters were hunted down. 
There is no record of the number that satisfied the thirst 
for vengeance with their lives, but tales are told of 
black forms lying buddled on burned cane heaps that 
were buried with scant ceremony and, presently, under 
the sanction of the law, 600 figures writhed helplessly 
in the air, suspended from rude gibbets, outlined against 
the splendor of the sunset sky. 

Such was the story told me by the old man sitting on 
the fire-scarred stairway that led upward, mos: absurdly, 
to nothing but the blue sky. 


Mistake Repeated. 


Yet, even in its hour of triumph, the government re- 
peated its mistake. The labor law was deciared abolished 
again ahead of time. Can one wonder that the negro 
still feels that the triumph was his, after all? 

“There is no danger of riots now,” the annexationists 
will tell you, “for this happened twenty years ago.” Yet 
one remembers that here were thirty years between ’48 
and ‘78 and the conditions and surroundings of planta- 
tion life are practically the same. 

The negro child from 6 to 13 years of age is compelled, 
theoretically, to attend the public school; practically, he 
escapes much of it, as every year the family moves into 
a new district in search of work, and it must all be be- 
gun over again. During this time he learns, what? To 
stumble through the first reader, the most elementary 
geography, arithmetic only as far as fractions, and a few 
words of Danish, learned by rote, and almost instantly 
forgotten. After that he must take up his machete and 
begin the dreary hunt for work. There is practically no 
place open to him save the cane fields, and in these dark 
days with the slender profits of the sugar crop dropping, 
fractign by fraction, it is none too easy a matter to find 
work even there. Hundreds have left in the past few

STORY OF DISAPPOINTMENTS TOLD 
BY DEATH VALLEY.

HE history of Dehth Valley is a peculiar tale, dif- 
ferent perhaps from that of any other equal area 


| upon the face of the earth. It is the grewsome re- 


hearsal of a tragedy to which the actors, Omnipotence, 
and huge-vultures were the only witnesses. Unlike the 
rest of the world, its history is not an array of deeds 
men have done in it and for it, but rather the retelling 
of what it has made men do, for within its bounds man 
is at the mercy of the elements—and the Piutes. It is 
a place of unreconcilable paradoxes, where two negatives 
cannot be depended upon to make an affirmative, yet a 
place which, for all of its barrenness and all of its hidden 
dangers, draws men with a resistless power into its fatal 
embrace, But in spite of all its drawbacks, Nature has 
scattered benefits throughout this desert pit with a lavish 
hand. Much mineral wealth is there and for more than 
half the year (though rightly named “Death Valley’) it 
is, perhaps, the healthiest spot on earth. Its age is un- 
known. Probably when our ancestors were running 
wild in the great forests of continental Europe, the 
swarthy Piutes were fighting for their tribal] hot springs 
_ On the shores of what was then a fathomless chasm. 
But Time, the equalizer of all things, has rounded off 
the corners and filled in the crevices, until now all we 
know of Death Valley dates from the fateful year of 1850. 
The first permanent settler in the valley is said to have 
been a “southern gentleman,” and his namie was “Be!- 
lerin’'” Teck. Whether he ever had any other given 
name, does not appear, this one having devolved upon 
him on account of the healthy condition of his voice. 
In 1870 or 1872 he “squatted” on a little patch of land 
in Furnace Creek Cafion. This land he shortly after- 
ward traded to a Mormon named Jackson, who rejoiced 
in the possession of nine wives. (I am not certain, how- 
ever, that this was the only reason for his coming to 
Death Valley.) Within a fortnight Teck ran this latter- 
day saint out of the valley at the muzzle of a shotgun, 
and shortly afterward left himself, presumably for more 
lucrative fields of operation. 


Since about 1840 Piutes and Desert Arabs had been 
bringing into Los Angeles crude silver in varying quan- 
tities and, when in their cups, had told strange tales of 
fabulously-rich ledges lying in the mountain rim of 
Death Valley and from which these nuggets had been 
taken. Such dare-devil spirits as followed these Ishmael- 
ites back to their desert homes, never returned. The 
skeleton of one such was found by a party of soldiers 
over half a century ago. The bones were still intact 
and showed that he had been left lying flat on his back 
with arms outstretched above his head and his body 
lashed down to stakes at the hands and feet. Here he 
had evidently died a lingering and awful death from 
thirst. A canteen still lay about @ foot from his face, 
where it had probably been Jeft full of water to add e 
touch of irony to his death. From bits of a dry parch- 
ment-like substance found under @ pear-by pile of rocks, 
the scout, himself an Apache, surmised that the poor fel- 
low had been partly, if not quite, skinned alive. 

But all prospectors were not so treated, and several 
whites, who partook, probably bhereditarily, more or less 
of the Indian nature, were welcomed by the stolid Piutes 
and made leaders among them. The old Gunsight ledge 
was refound in this manner and is worked ina desultory 
manner to this day. It has been the experience of all 
who have ever prospected the mountains of Death Val- 
ley that the ore, though very plentiful, runs low in 
precious metals, consequently the whole future of this 
country, mineralogically speaking, depends upon the 
crossing of a railroad running to some mining center. 
For this reason there are several ten-stamp mills idle 
throughout this desert for every one which is running. 
About these mills and mines grew up settlements of 
varying size, of which only ruineg houses now remain. 


Tascopah Camp, 


Not the least interesting of these camps is that at 
Tacopah, on the eastern edge of Death Valley, and but 
a few miles from the Nevada line. This camp was 
founded more than half a century ago, when silver was 
gore valuable than it is today, and had a boom seldom 
equaled by places so far from any railroad. Even now. 
Aince the building up of towns and new lines of trans- 
portation, the stations nearest Tacopah, are Johannes- 
burg, 120 miles; Daggett, 115 miles, and Manvel, about 
105 miles; the last-named a little station over in Nevaaa. 
Manse, the nearest stage terminus and postoffice, is thirty 
miles away over 2s lonely a strip of road as can be found 
in the whole American dasert. 

The ruins of Tacopah show that it once had a popula- 
tion of close on a thousand souls, while the offices of the 
mining company which operated the works there must 
have accommodated twenty or thirty office men. In ap- 
proaching for the first time one of these abandoned 
camps, the traveler's impressions are hard to describe. 
I imagine he, who, for the first time, gazes on the awful 
silence of the Dead Sea or wanders alone in the echo- 
less halls of Pompeii, must feel almost the same spell 
upon him, as did we who drove into Tacopah one quiet 
Sunday afternoon. The air here is so wonderfully clear, 
and so transparent, that every lone yucca for miles 
around stands out as plainly as if carved from the very 
mountain top; the sky is like some old Delft plate in- 
verted above a world rimmed in with Titantic crags of 
varied hues. Every brick in the adobe houses lies the 
same as it did fifty years ago, and, notwithstanding the 
awful stillness which pervades the single street, we half 
expect to see the miner hurrying to and from his work 
and that, withal, a thriving community still inhabits the 
well-kept houses. Only one man lives here at this time, 
however, and he is hired at a salary of $75 a month to 
look after the smelter which stands in a little hollow 
below the settlement. Some of my readers may think 


| such a job @ sinecure, but a few weeks in Death Valley 
will convince them that $50 in Los Angeles is better than 
$100 in the desert. As Tennsyon says: 


“Better fifty yeara of Europe, 
Than a cycle of Cathay.” 


Mr. Evans, the keeper of this silent city, does not seem 
to have become embittered by his solitary life, but 4s, 
on the contrary, very talkative when in a reminiscent 
mood. Nor does he lack for knowledge of the outside 
world. The Sunday Times makwt regular visits to his 
table, even though he does have to ride thirty miles to 
get it each Tuesday. I saw late copies of the Century, 
Cosmopolitan and other magazines there also. 

In one of the buildings, formerly used as a saloon, 
there were still cards and poker chips scattered over the 
floor, while I dug several bullets from the ‘dobe wall, 
where their owner's aim had been poor, though a man 
whose arm was unsteady or his nerve weak had little 
business in Tacopah fifty years ago. Down at the smel- 
ter, where the last “run” of slag still lies, the richness 
of the ore which prompted the camp, is shown. 

Great beads of silver stand out all over the unrefined 
slag—but it is silver, and though e new firm has taken 
hold of the property, I do not think there is much chance 
of Tacopah’s ever becoming the camp it once was. Mr. 
Evans lives in the building formerly used as an office by 
the company which founded Tacopah. A fine Scotch col- 
lie is his only companion, but, as he says, the dog is 
more trustworthy than many of the desert dwellers 
thereabouts and equally intelligent. 


Lost Confidence Mine. 


"Then there is the old “Lost Confidence” mine in Death 
Valley. There are as many weird tales told of this mine 
as of the famous Peg-leg in Arizona. It is worth while 
going a little into the history of it. In 1860—or about 
the time of the famous “Mormon war’—one of the lead- 
ers of the Saints had a dream wherein he was told to 
go westward until he came to a heart gravén on the 
mountain side above a spring. There he should settle 
with his brother Mormons and found a colony. It was 
further demonstrated to his satisfaction that the angels 
of the Lord would guide him to his destination. He 
started. saw the Arrowhead in the San Bernardino 
Mountains, and founded the town which today bears that 
name. He allayed the inquiries of his conscience as to 
the difference between an arrowhead and a heart by the 
statement, which an old Indian chief made to him, that 
this had formerly been a heart, but that the Great 
Spirit, in anger at some misdeed of His red children, had 
changed it to an arrowhead. Evidently the god of Mor- 
mon and the titular deity of the Digger Indian were not 
of the same mind. But be that as it may, a later party 
of Mormon emigrants discovered the Confidence mine. 
It bas the peculiar distinction of being the only mine 
in the world whose entrance is below sea level. It is 
also eight miles from water and fuel is not abundant. 
For these last two reasons, the mine has never been 
pronttably worked, though the ore runs well up in the 
hundreds of dollars per ton in silver, with about $10 in 
gold. Since its abandonment by the Mormons— who 
used it, not so much as a mine, but as a place for the 
manufacture of bullets and a sort of retreat during the 
war mentioned above—it has been held by a band of 
half-breeds and nomad whites, at whose hands every 
white man who has gone into the valley after this mine 
during the last decade, has met a violent death. There 
is little more to tell concerning this mine, save that 
there are thousands of acres of rich nitre hills near-by 
which are infinitely more valuable than all the silver 
mines of the valley. . 
Probably one of the most complete monuments to the 
famous mining craze of the early sixties is to be found 
at the old Ibex mine, between Saratoga Springs and the 
China ranch. Here is a ten-stamp mill, together with 
buildings, chairs, tables, dishes, a big range and bunk 
houses for a hundred men. Not a stroke of work was 
ever done here beyond the putting up and furnishing of 
the buildings. In the office there is a magnificent bil- 
liard table, balls and cues, which have never been used, 
not to mention a large fe and a set of books in which 
not an entry has ever been made. And, “there are 
others;” a ten-stamp mill at Resting Springs, and a 
whole village, over at Marietta, Nev., which has but a 
single inhabitant, monarch, like Evans at Tacopah, of 
all he surveys. In Surprise Cafion, in the Panamints, is 
another dead camp, which once held four or five hundred 
people. Resting Springs, on the Amargosa River, has a 
ten-stamp mill, long since idle. Moreover, the worst part 
of this story is that all these camps are likely to remain 
desolate and tenantless forever unless a reilroad comes 
through this region, bringing fuel, water and transporta- 
tion facilities. HARRY H. DUNN.

Distinct peculiarities mark the different coral forma- 
tions. Those known as atolls appear as a great circular 
chain, inclosing a deep basin, communicating directly 
with the exterior sea through one or several deep 
breaches. In some cases a skirting or fringing wall is 
seen, closely surrounding an island, and is designated 
as a fringing reef. Again the coral band extends around 
the entire island, but a distance from it, girdling the 
island as a barrier. This is known as a barrier reef. 
The author of the “Origin of Species” proposed the 
theory that the latter reef is formed from a reef of the 
fringing kind. 

Gradually the rocky basis subsided and thus caused 
the fringe of coral to sink, while those parts most ex- 
posed to the battling waves showed the most active 
polyps, producing the largest masses of coral. In gen- 
eral, they look like the atolls, and, similar to these, they 
seem to be situated on the edge of a precipice. Sound- 
ings have been taken near some of these, and have failed 
to reach the bottom. Some of these reefs are many miles 
long; that extending along the eastern coast of Aus- 
tralia reaching, without interruption, for a thousand 
miles. It lies from twenty to sixty miles from the shore. 

Differing from the barrier reefs, the fringing reefs are 
not separated from the land by a lagoon. They com- 
municate directly with the sloping land as it reaches out 
under the sea. The great barrier of these coral rocks 
fringing the island of Mauritius are seldom uncovered at 
low water. The dangerous breakers in their frenzy 
have worn the surface of these rugged and abrupt rocks 
to a polish. Those off the coast of Africa and Brazil re- 
semble these very much. 

Just how rapidly these reefs and islands are con- 
structed depends upon the species and circumstances. 
It has been said that a channel cut in @ reef. allowing 
the passage of a schooner, has been choked up with 
coral after ten years have passed. The mean increase 
of a reef, according to Dana, cannot exceed an eighth of 
an inch annually, but of course there are favorable cir- 
cumstances to cause qa more rapid growth. The polyps 
cannot live above the surface of the water, and where

The shrub-like branching red coral can be highly 
polished. It is usually found as thick as the little finger, 


having a soft, reticulated crust, and permeated with a 
white juice. When the crust of white flowerets is re- 
moved. the brilliant, so-called red coral is disclosed. 
This is the same species the ancients used for ornaments 
to deck themselves with on festive occasions. 

Many of the different kinds of coral flourish together 
under the same conditions of temperature. Far below in 
the tranquil waters these coral groves make an en- 
ehanted land of the bottom of the sea, rivaling our 
richest landscapes in beauty and life. All the rare and 
beautiful forms of sea life sport amid the interlacing 
coral branches. There the purple mullet and goldfish 
play the game of hide-and-seek. Spreading its bright 
shining tenacles, the blue sea anemone clings to the 
rocks, while lightly and silently the fan-coral sweeps 


past. 

Above the waters, in the warm seas, nature presents 
a more remarkable spectacle of her strange handiwork. 
Formed by the silent and incessant labor of the tiny 
creatures are the reefs and coral] islands. Fragile be- 
ings they are, possessed of a half-latent life, yet produc- 
ing a living pile that ascends— 

“The mausoleum of its architects, 

Still dying upward as their labor closed;

CHARLESTON’S FAIR. 


SPLENDID RESULTS OF THE ENTER- 
PRISE OF THE CITIZENS.

F ONE'S admiration were requested in behalf of a 
lt of exquisite carving, the response might con- 

sist of many handsome compliments without indicat- 
ing that the work were in any degree extraordinary. 
But if one were told: “This delicate design was so 
beautifully done by a clever fellow with no tool but 
in old jack-knife,” considerable wonder might be min- 
gled with added interest. 

This illustration will serve to furnish some idea of 
the real status of the South Carolina Inter-State and 
West Indian Exposition, running at Charleston at the 
present time. Deduct all elements of local interest, 
place on a basis of general criticism, and you have 
merely one more exposition to add to the list of care- 
fully-conceived and brilliantly-executed “world’s fairs” 
of a decade almost completed. For, the construction 
and operation of expositions has developed into a 
sclenee so nearly exact that any community may have 
one, if it will pay the price. It is only needful (gas- 
tronomically speaking) to furnish the ingredients, and 
& sufficient sum to employ adepts in the art of dishing 
up world's fairs. The science has brought out its own 
methods and demonstrators. Their experience, boiled 
down, might be concentrated into a general recipe some- 
thing like this: 

To one large cupful of Local Pride, add heap'ng table- 
spoonsful of Government and State Appropriation; add 
Local Capital in ratio to number of portions to be 
served; stir vigorously over slow fire from one to three 
years; flavor to taste, and serve hot. 

The stranger within the gates is sure to institute 


comparisons between the exposition he is seeing and 
all the others he may have seen, from the Centennial 
down to date. He may greatly admire the result of 
each suceeding mixture, but he is likely to reflect that 
the flavor is about the same, after all. 

And what has all this to do with Charleston? Much. 
For Charleston is serving to the world a queenly dish 
which she prepared ail herself. She has created some- 
thing really beautiful with next to nothing in the way 
of tools. 

All strangers who visit the exposition do not realize 
thir.

BURIED MILLIONS. © 


ENORMOUS AMOUNT OF TREASURE IN 
THE TOMBS OF SULTANS. 


From Tit-Bits. 


N A RECENT conversation with a friend who has 
| passed several years in Turkey the writer was en- 

abled to gather some particulars of what is undoubt- 
edly, the richest spot on earth, where it is computed 
that not less than a thousand million pounds’ worth of 
treasure lies buried in the earth. The existence of this 
is known to few people in this country, but that it un- 
doubtedly does exist the official from whom these facts 
were obtained affirms most solemnly, and for once the 
legendary lore of the East is not at fault. 
The spot where all this untold wealth lies hidden 
away is no bigger than Regent's Park, but, as has been 
said before, it undoubtedly has swallowed up and stil! 
holds imperishably nearly a thousand millions of treas- 
ure. 
Attention was first drawn to it about fifty years ago, 
when Gen..Ivan Provitchski, a mathematician and an- 
tiquarian, who had spent ten years of his life in Turkey, 
brought the matter before the immediate notice of hig 
Imperial master, the Czar. During his residence in 
Constantinople he had employed all his spare time in 
making a curious calculation of the amount of buried 
treasure in the old seraglio and the Turbehs of that city. 
As a result of his inquiries and investigations he came 
to the astounding conclusion that in the seven tombs 
of the sultans in the Al-Meidan and the nine other 


ormous value before mentioned. 

thet such an almost incredible story 
would have been laughed at by the world at large; but 
the world at large was not intended to share the secret, 
which was guarded most carefully, though it was made 
fully credible to men who were familiar with Moham- 
medan custom by Provitchski's circumstantial data and 
profound investigations. He based his calculations upon 
the preserved accounts of Mahmud the Reformer, who 
was buried with all his possessions, including a skull! of 
diamonds, which was said to have been exacted as a 
ransom from a Persian monarch. 

The finding of the state records of this burial was 
what first set Provitchski to work investigating, and he 
found that the custom of burying the personal wealth 
of each Sultan had been generally carried out ever since. 
There was an official record that the great Mogul dia- 
mond of 600 carats was entombed with the Sultan Mah- 
mud in 1753, and that for fully a year before his death 
Selim III. was busily engaged in converting all his avail- 
able wealth into gold, so as to take it with him when 
he departed.

Among the plunder that was brought to Constanti- 
nople in the early Byzantine wars Provitchski places 
the great diamond of Chosroes, “The Garden of Fire,” 
which was said to have been the largest and most val- 
uable gem known to the ancient world. It was, ac- 
cording to tradition, taken from Jerusalem by Chos- 
roes, where it had originally shone in the breastplate 
of Solomon's high priest. At the death of Mustapha II. 
this gem unaccountably disappeared, and one Persian 
poet had declared that he took it with him to Paradise 
to present it to Mahomet. 

Gen. Provitchski traces the Cramanian pearl belts of 
Cleopatra to this same city, and the whole set of agate 
goblets ‘and turquoise cups that were originally the 
property of Haroun-al-Raschid, of storied memory. He 
declares that the two golden swans of Corinth were elso 
among the treasures, as well as the sacred girdle of. 
Daphne. He even included the sacred bull stuffed with 
the gems of Alexandria, that was captured from the 
mamalukes of Egypt and placed in the old seragito. Be- 
sides which were chests upon chests of English and © 
Normandy make, that had bought the ransoms of the 
captured crusaders. 

Greece, India, Egypt, Persia, Spain and Italy were 
devastated by these marauders for more than ten cen- 
turies, in order to enrich this storehouse of plunder on 
the Golden Horn, and De Amicis, standing in the old 
seraglio only fifteen years ago, declares that the blaze 
of gems set in saddles and swords and daggers dazzled 
him. and that he was shown tiny stilettos whose jew- 
eled handles and cases represented the ruin of whole 
provinces, 

When it is considered that the successive § sultans 
have not hesitated to raid the treasury with divine 
right whenever the greed promptéd them, and that 
whatever passed into the possession of the caliph was 
carried with him to Paradise, one can see that there 
has been for twelve centuries a pretty steady stream 
of the world’s treasures going underground at Constan- 
tinople. There is one spot, the necropolis of Syum, 
which is the consecrated ground of the Osmans, and 
which would afford a pretty rich prize to a marauding 
landing force of Russians. 

It has been estimated that the present Sultan is 
worth in his own right £200,000,000. Unreliable as these 
estimates are, owing to the fact that no one can tell 
how much of this wealth is convertible, the inference 
is safe that he must be possessed of an almost incaleu- 
lable fortune, and that there is every reason to believe 
that it is less in amount than that of some of his pred- 
ecessors, who in their grasping and acquiring were un- 
restrained by the public opinion of Europe. 

In history we read that one of these was buried in 
gold armour, and that another had his wealth packed 
round him in a gold sarcophagus, but there le not a 
scrap of evidence or tradition to show that any one of 
these tombs was rifled, even by the mutinous janissaries, 
although there is a story that a shell fell into the bur- 
ial ground of the Osmans in 1770, when the Russians 
were threatening the city, and turned up a shower of 
golden coins and gems, which—and this is the Turkisb 
side of it—the caliph ordered to be shovelled back again, 
and the task was accomplished by the guard without the 
loss of a diamond. If Turkey has a Dumas we can see 
how the buried wealth of her soil would outshine the 
fables of the “Thousand and One Nights.” 

That brings us to another point. Provitchski esti- 
mates that since Osman I. there have been in Constan- 
tinople 750,000 seraglio. sultanas, and of that number 
50,000 were successive favorites, and were loaded with 
costly jewels by their masters. These 50,000, if they 
were faithful, were allowed to carry their private jew- 
els with them to another world, on the theory that they 
might buy their admissions into Paradise. But if they 
were unfaithful their possessions were stripped from 
them, and they were themselves sewn up in sacks and 
cast into the Bosphorus. 

Elsewhere in the world men have buried their treas- 
ures only in moments of panic before they fled from the 
invader. There is plenty of hidden wealth in the old 
palaces of India, where one rajah fled before another, 
and the Incas of Peru and Mexico buried their treas- 
ures in hidden crypts when the Spanish conqueror 
came. But here, in Turkey, death exacted a regular 
tariff for centuries. Provitchski is quite sure that the 
store of archeological relics is far richer in Conatanti- 


ures buried with them, and there they have lain ever 
since, preserved from despoliation by a superstition 
which even greed has not yet been able to defy. It is 


this superstition which has preserved to the mausoleum |

ODD WAYS OF BIRDS. 


CURIOUS FACTS ABOUT SOME OF THE 
FEATHERED FLYERS. 


RY OLIVE THORNE MILLER.

T IS not without significance that the Sphinx is 
[[ Feoreseate with wings, for the bird, with the mar- 

vels and mysteries of his life, is still a wonder to us. 
Early in any really close study of his life and habits 
is one stfuck with this fact. Years of careful observation 
and study “without a gun” will be necessary before we 
shall be familiar with his many extraordinary ways, 
and still more before we shall be able to understand 
the eccentricities of a life which appears at a_ casual 
glance as simple. 

The whole subject of migration, for example, is won- 
derful and full of problems which have furnished ma- 
terial for miles of manuscripts and bushels of books and 
are still unsolved. And Herr Gatka had added one more, 
having discovered that the birds always travel with per- 
fectly empty stomachs. 

The remarkable feat of sinking the body in water to 
any desired depth, and holding it there without motion, 
and without clinging to anything, is another unex- 
plained secret. Geese, ducks, sandpipers and cormor- 
ants are all expert in this maneuvre. 

The air would naturally appear to be the domain of 
winged creatures, yet many of them are almost equally 
at home in the water. A fish itself might envy the 
speed and ease with which the penguin and ouze! dash 
about in its native element. Hardly more than a fish 
does that strange creature, the petrel, need to come to 
land; eating and sleeping on the waves, his only tie to 
earth is the necessity of a cradle for the helpless young. 
Whole families of sea birds pass their lives in and on 
the ocean, and come to the shore only for the nesting 
season. 

We smile at the idea of a sea bird who is as much at 
home on water as on land, needing or wishing to ride, 
yet the tropic bird is said occasionally to vary his wing 
exercises by alighting for a sail, on the back of a tor- 
toise which he finds lazily floating on the surface. And 
Maj. Bendine tells of a little owl at the West caught 
riding on the back of an unwilling gopher, with an air 
of such composure that the observer was convinced that 
it was a common exploit of the bird. 

If it seems strange to think of birds spending their 
lives on the water, it is almost as odd to know of whole 
families who spend theirs in the air and never come to 
the ground. In some of the tropical forests where trees 
are between two and three hundred feet in height, the 
upper branches and the air abave them are the home of 
countless birds and ingects and monkeys. 
two hundred feet from the earth below, they find not 
only light and air, but food in plenty, and even water 
in the various reservoirs of the giant plants and creepers. 

Birds have extraordinary habits with which we are 
so familiar that we fail to realize their singularity. The 
strange habits of the European cuckoo, shirking the 
pains and pleasures of nest making and rearing a fam- 


ily, and even in the cradle, it is said, evicting the right- | 


ful nesting to secure exclusive care; the hornbiil, walling 
up his mate, with her assistance, during the process of 
brooding and feeding the young, and many others. 
Some persons will perhaps scoff at the idea of a bird's 
polite maners, and we shall hear again the old com- 
plaint of those who have no real acquaintance with 
birds in their homes, that Wwe make them too human, 
but let me present @ few trustworthy facts—explain 
there who can. Many of our winged fellow-creatures 
welcome the approach of their mates by a sudden open- 
ing and closing of the wings. The several kingbirds, 
whom I have studied, first flew around in a circle of a 
few feet, added a note or two of greeting, then lifted the 
wings with an air that’ “spoke louder than words.” The 
sea eagle, according to Audubon, answers the note of 
his mate, by opening his broad wings, bending the body 
in a low bow, and uttering a cry.

there are at least two well-known birds who progress 
in that way “on occasion.” One is the common grebe, 
so ill fitted for land travel that when there is occasion 
for haste he simply drops to the ground and uses his 
wings as a second pair of legs, quadruped fashion. 


In association with one another, birds show as much 
individuality as men. There are birds of solitary tastes 
who are never found with their kind, excepting with a 
mate in nesting time, and others who mate for life and 
are always found in pairs. Again there are species who 
separate by sexes, each sex forming a flock of its own 
and remaining thus except during the period of nesting. 
Our red-winged blackbird is an example. Still others of 
the tribe live always in a crowd, not even in nesting 
time separating from their fellows. This is 
the habit of grackles, martins, swallows and 
others. They are not associated for mutual pro- 
tection, for most of them are abundantly 
able to take care of themselves, but evidently 
for pure love of society. One of these communities is 
as sociable and talkative as a sewing society or an af- 
ternoon tea. 

It would be most interesting, if we had space, to note 
the various ways of food getting in the bird world. 
Some of the large sea birds get it by robbing other 
birds. and the English sparrow is rapidly becoming expert 
in the same business. He began, where | saw him, by, 
taking food from young birds who were being fed by 
their parents, and now it is not uncommon to see hi 
snatching from the robin the worm just drawn out o* 
the ground. He is not so big as the native bird, but he 
is a good dea] quicker. 

There are birds on the other hand who confer bene 
fits by their way of feeding, relieving animals of thet) 
parasites. One im Africa attends to the camels, ele 
phants and cattle, and it is very dro!l to see the business- 
like way in which he goes over the big creatures as é 
woodpecker goes over a tree, examining every part, 
hanging head down from ears or legs, while the knowing 
beasts stand perfectly still. Our own cowbirds are in- 
defatigable in their attentions to cattle. Perhaps that is 
the reason they haven't time to make a nest and rear 
their own young. 

Many birds feed their mates while sitting, but that 
bird of odd ways, the hornbill, has a unique way of pre- 
senting his offering done up in a neat package. He swal- 
lows the fruit as he finds it, but not for his own benefit, 
for when he comes to the nest he recovers it, snugly 
wrapped up in the lining of his gizzard. This is so ex- 
traordinary that we might be excused for doubting it, if 
it were not abundantly confirmed by authentic witnesses. 
Another African bird has what might be called dinner 
parties, where a number assemble and, by dancing about 
in a shallow lake, stir up the inhabitants, fish, frogs, 
etc., and then dine upon them. We have often heard of 
the trick of carrying a hard she!! to a height, and drop- 


ping it to break it and feast on the dweller therein, but 
one of the clever crow family has a gentler and quite as 
successful a way. He simply taps on the door of the 
recluse—often a hermit crab. Of course that brings him 
out to see what it means, with the usua! result. 


The shrike is the recipient of much abuse and un- 
deserved persecuticn because he has the curious habit of 
hanging up bis cold meat on thorns for future use. Thus 
in fact emulating our butchers whom we do not think 
of despising for the same offense. 

There are many strange ways of administering food 
to the young, from the robin, who drops it into the 
mouth, to the flicker, whd rams and hammers it down 
till one is horrified at the sight, but the most curious is 
the way of a penguin. She comes in from the sea with a 
supply, then sticks her bill up into the air and delivers a 
long, noisy harangue, as if calling the world to witness. 
Meanwhile the youngster creeps up to her, and waits 
till the speech is finished and the mother bends her head 


down with mouth open. Then the infant thrusts his 
head into her mouth and appears to suck someth hg from 
the throat. 

It has long been known that Nature performs wonder- 
ful cures in the animal world; broken bones are joined, 
bullets encysted, the severest wounds healed, and the 
patient able to live sometimes®%or years afterwar@. But 
it remained for a modern naturalist to assert that the 
bird himself assumes the office of surgeon. Prof. Fatio, 
who is indorsed by W. Warde Fowler as “one of the 
most distinguished of European naturalists,” asserted 
before a scientific society of Geneva, Switzerland, that 
he had seen many cases of snipe dressing their wounds, 
even, in one case, applying splints to a broken leg.

USEFUL WALKING STICK. 

A walking stick is an invaluable ariicle to accom- 
pany one on a walk, for it can assist you in other ways 
than in aiding your progress: Suppose you want to 
measure the height of a cliff, a church steeple, or some 
other fall object, and the sun shines not, and therefore 
no shadow is cast. The walking stick will none the 
less assist you to tell its height. This time take a dis- 
tance some 120 feet from the object which you wish to 
measure, and in the ground at that point firmly plant 
your stick. Then move along from it in a stra'ght line 
until by lying down on mother earth the top of your 
stick and the top of the object to be measured will to 
your eye be on a line. This spot you will mark. This 
gives you three points—one, where you laid down, two, 
your planted stick, and, three, the object to be measured. 
Now, the distance from the point where you laid down 
to the stick is to the distance from the stick to the 
object to be measured as the height of the stick is to 
the height of that object.. Thus, suppose the point 
where you laid down is six yards from the stick and 
thirty-six yards from the object, then the object is six 
times the height of the stick. Now, the stick you know 
to be three feet high, the object measured is therefore, 
approximately, eighteen feet.—{New Yerk Tribune.

Natives Frightened by Hail. . 
“W HILE sojourning in the republic of Santo Do- 

mingo during a few months last year,” said a 
well-known Washingtonian who had recently returned 
from an extended tour through the West Indies, “I wit- 
nessed a singular meteorological phenomenon. This 
was nothing more or iess than a terrific hailstorm, 
hitherto unknown there. I was on a visit to an ac- 
quaintance, an English planter and a native of Jamaica, 
whose plantain and cocoa plantation was located in the 
interior of the island, some fifteen and along the 
shore of the Ozama River. It had been raining more or 
less for three or four days prior to the 16th day of 
April, but the weather had cleared on that day, and the 
temperature reached 115 degrees in the shade at 2 p.m. 
At about 4 o'clock, however, a heavy bank of clouds 
arose above the southwestern horizon, and, rapidly ad- 
vancing, soon obscured the sun. As soon as the clouds 
had passed the meridian it began to grow dark very 
rapidly, and when the entire sky was obscured it was 
so dark that the fowls went to their roosts, and my 
host ordered a servant to procure lights. 

“All at once there came a blinding flash and a crash 
like a volley of musketry, followed almost instantly by 
the most appalling fall of hail it bas ever been my ex- 
perience to witness. When I use the word ‘appalling’ 
I do so advisedly. We were all frightened, especially 
the ignorant and superstitious natives, who immedi- 
ately began shrieking and wringing their hands, count- 
ing their beads and calling on Santa Maria and al) 
the other saints in the calendar to save them from what 
they believed to be certain destruction. 

“What fmtensified their terror was the horrible din 
created by the hailstones striking the big expanse of 
corrugated galvanized tron roof, which covered the en- 
tire building, thirty feet square. This roof served as a 
huge sounding board, and the noise created by the con- 
tinuous volley of huge heilstones for fully ten minutes 
was simply terrifying. The storm lasted about twelve 
minutes, and ceased as suddenly as it began, and within 
half an hour from the time the sun was first obscured 
it was again shining as brightly as ever. The ground 
was thickly strewn with hailstones large and small, and 
the odd actions of the simple-minded natives when they 
went out of doors and picked up the pieces of ice were 
as amusing as a circus. They had never seen anything 
like it before. They procured buckets, tin cans, bottles 
and bowls and filled them with the hailstones, and 
brought them into the house, but the appearance of 
blank astonishment which overspread their counte- 
nances when they discovered that the various recepta- 
cles which they had just filled with ‘frio,’ as they called 
the hailstones, had changed to water was simply inde- 
scribable.”—[ Washington Post.

The ice that builds these bridges forme up in Lake 
Erie and ig swopt down the lake by wind and currem 
until the entrance of the Niagara River captures it. 
It follows the river channel down to the falls, over 
which it drops to the gorge. In passing through the up- 
per rapids the ice is churned and tossed until broken 
up Into very small pieces. In this condition this moun- 
tain of ice reaches the lower river. The entire river 
from the falls to the lake ts whitened by it, and below 
the falls the fce sheet extends very often as far down 
as Lake Ontario, with scarcely any open water to be 
seen. Even the mighty whirlpool has its surface cov- 
ered, and frequently it piles up there in fantastic shapes. 

When this flow is on all the eddies below the falls 
become jammed full of ice, and the only movement of 
the mass is fn the center of the stream. In time the 
ice comes over the falls in such tremendous quantities 
that the channel left open is not sufficiently large to 
carry the huge mass stream. It fs then that the 
jam takes place and becomes a solid, immovable bridge. 

Frequently the early formation is comparatively 
smooth, but later the force of the water and ice still 
plunging over the precipice is such that the ice is up- 
heaved, and then the bridge becomes a silvery moun- 
tain. At such times the water is usually very high, and 
when the river recedes the ice settles back and great 
long and deep crevasses open up about its surface. 

Looking down into these it is possible to get a goed 
idea of the thickness of the ice bridge, which often 
reaches from 80 to 100 feet.—{ Niagara Falls Correspond- 
ence New York World. 


An Ossified Man. 


T HAS been twenty-eight years since George Chick- 

ering, once the champion wrestler of this (Lee) 
county, has been able to raise his hands to his head. 
He is ossified. There is not a joint in his body save in 
his right hand and arm and in his left thumb. He 
fs hardened in a sitting posture, and is moved from bed 
to chair as would be an image of clay, with a little der- 
rick, or “lifter.” Despite this utter helplessness there 
is not a more cheerful man in the State of Iowa, nor 
@ truer Christian. Compared with this man’s patience 
the proverbial submission of Job would be open rebel- 
lion. This lowa martyr never refers to his condition 
of body except as a favor to his many visitors, and then 
in a jocose manner. His transcendent cheerfulness is 
testified to by this remark of his:, 

“You can’t imagine how thankful I am for that 
thumb,” and then he wagged that member joyously. He 
has never been known to reply to some of his somber 
eallers who were bemoaning his fate, and telling how 
much they would rather be dead than as he is: “You 
see, my friends, I believe in dying hard.” He will allow 
no one to rob him of his blithe moods. ' 

Visitors galore come to see him, last year the number 
reaching more than 2500, sometimes as many as fifty 
coming in one day. In 1863, thirty-nine years ago, he 
hurt himself lifting while at a “raising,” and has never 
done a full day’s work since. He caught cold, and tor- 
turing pain wracked his body, and then twenty years 
of violent rheumatism formed a fifth of a century of ter- 
rible suffering. Then began the process of ossification, 
or rheumatic arthritis, and for three years this man was 
in the vise grip of that acme of torment, in the de- 
scription of which the word pain is meaningless. 
Though never free from bodily suffering since the har- 
dening of his joints, the last fifteen and a half years 
have been spent in comparative comfort. He is, of 
course, helpless, and has a constant attendant.—([{Den- 
mark (lowa) Correspondence St. Paul Dispatch.

FICTION. 
A Colonial Tale. 


HE serial “Audrey” has for months past been one 
1 of the fictional attractions of the Atlantic Monthly. 
The publishers have recently issued the story, in 
book form, with illustrations by F. C. Yohn. The great 
demand for the book previous to its publication attests 
popular sentiment concerning the work of the author of 
“Prisoners of Hope,” and “To Have and to Hold.” The 
story of Audrey opens in the mountain region of Vir- 
ginjia. Marmaduke Howard, who had just come into a 
fortune and an English estate, journeyed with a party 
of friends through that region. In one of the opening 
chapters this young man followed on the track of an In- 
dian massacre. There he rescued little Audrey. He 
adopted her as his ward, and left her in the care of a 
family in America, making ample provision for her wel- 
fare, with a supposedly reliable guardian. ‘ 
Some of the characters are evolved from the colonial 
history of Virginia; among the number, Evelyn Byrd, 
the daughter of William Byrd of Westover, engrossed the 
fancy of Howard. Eleven yed?ts went by, in which 
Audrey led a Cinderella existence in the home of her 
adoption. The child had few companions. She kept her 
tender love for the early associations, her memory of 
the young knight who had come to her rescue, and ideal- 
ized him with all the sentiment of her innocent heart. 
When Howard, who had seen the world, and been a part 
of it, returned, he found her one day in the woods alone, 
where she had learned the charm of nature and made 
use of thé books of the clergyman’'s library. He was 
won by the presonality of his rustic ward, and, in a 
mood of exaltation, he determined to be her brother and 
friend. “Keen in his perceptions he was able to recog- 
nize that here was a pure imaginative spirit, strongly 
yearning after ideal strength, beauty and goodness.” 
Audrey for a long time after Howard's return thought 
only of him as the benefactor who had saved her life. Sud- 
denly the world changed for her. She realized in a 
deep sense that all that made life so beautiful to her 
came from the presence or the thought of him. After 
varied episodes, in which Howard defended her from an 
Indian admirer, and he had learned to know her winsome 
spirit, Howard became her declared lover. All this time 
Evelyn Byrd had been true to her trust that the future 
would bring her the whole affection of the man of her 
ideals. 
Each type of womanhood is well delineated in its com 
trasting envirenment, Evelyn, the high-born lady, 
Audrey, the child of nature. Audrey, however, wins the 
heart. for when there came a doubt of her right to the 
love of Howard and that he had not been all he seemed, 
the child-woman, who had confided her heart to him 
among the June roses of the old garden, as innocently 
told of the disillusion, which had come as the result of 
slander, and her sense of duty to Evelyn Byrd. Audrey 
was convinced that Howard had killed his better nature 
“I told my dreams to the one who would have under 
stood me, whom you are not, for you are a stranger to 
me.” 
The story wins its chief charm from the heroine, and 
the reader becomes too much engrossed with her pres 
ence to wish to be diverted with too much of the pres 
ence of Evelyn Byrd. Probably John Huron furnishes 
a fair type of some of the racial problems which con- 
front the new civilization. While some of the minor 
characters linger too long for one who wishes other 
glimpses of the chief figures, the book is unquestionably 
a notable production. The characters are well drawn, 
and the analysis shows the hand of an artist of excep- 
tional gifts.

Diamonds in the Golden State. 


ALIFPORNIA has diamonds; good diamonds, valuable 

diamonds, and diamonds of her own “raising.” Some 
of them have been found, saved and marketed, some 
have been ground to pieces in the jaws of the ore crusher, 
or crushed to powder under the heavy stamps in the 
reduction milis, and others—no one may say how many 
others—are awaiting discovery in the soil of the Golden 
State. 
 $ome few hundred thousand years ago, more or less, 
that portion of the American continent now known as 
California lay at the bottom of the ocean. Then old 
Pluto punched up the fires of the under world and the 
submerged land got its back up and shook off the waters 
of the ocean, leaving the ground plan of the Golden 
State high and dry. Old Pluto, however, kept right on 
shoveling fuel into his underground furnace, with the 
resuit that this edge of the Western Hemisphere began 
to blister and break out in eruptions, and there were 
hot times in thls vicinity for a while. As there was no 
one here at the time to get the benefit of this display, 
old Pluto finally became tired of playing to an empty 
house, and turned off the fireworks. All up and down 
the State, however, are the marks of his little tragedy 
act. The story is read in the lava, trap and ashes, and 
in the silent craters which once poured them out. 

These marks are not peculiar to California. In various 
parts of the world are records of Pluto's picnics. In sev- 
eral parts of the world it has been ascertained, too, that 
something more valuable than ashes and lava were left 
as a memento of the hot time. The diamond mines of 
Kimberly, South Africa, are in the bow! of an extinct 
volcano. It has been learned that the diamonds are 
mostly found about the sides of the crater, where the 
precious carbon crystallized upon the walls of the shaft. 
In India, South Africa and many other places similar 
conditions prevail, and Pluto's sports have proven profit- 
able to certain persons of investigating mind. « 

What happened in those craters in other parts of the 
world happened also in some of the craters in California, 
to a greater or lees extent. To just what extent, it re- 
mains for the enterprising prospector to demonstrate. 
It may be that we have no very valuable diamond fields 
in this country, and it is possible,that the wealth of a 
Kimberly lies waiting the fortunate discoverer. 

Twenty-nine years ago, Chris. Wisner, a California 
prospector, found a score of diamonds about a mile north 
of the town of Volcano, in Amador county. He was 
seeking gold, and was running a tunnel through a gravel 
formation, which lay beneath forty feet of lava. All the 
stones were found in his pan while testing the gravel for 
gold, and within the space of ten or twelve weeks, the 
length of time he was engaged on the prospect. Some 
of these stones were a little off color, but the most of 
them were clear, and they were the genuine stuff. He

A New Arizona Town. 
HE town of Douglas, in the southwestern corner of 

Arizona, was named after Prof. James Douglas, presi- 
dent of the Copper Queen Consolidated Mining Company. 
The Douglas International gives the following informa- 
tion about this place: 

“The town of Douglas is situated in the Sulphur 
Springs Valley, Cochise county, Ariz., about twenty-five 
miles east of Bisbee, on the line of the El Paso and 
Southwestern Railroad. 

“As befits an American town, the streets are regu- 
larly laid out, crossing each other at right angles. Com- 
mencing at the international] line and going north the 
streets are numbered consecutively, and the streets run- 
ning north and south are lettered, commencing at A, 
which is the eastern boundary of the town. Eighth, 
Ninth and Tenth streets are 90 feet wide; F, G, Interna- 
tional and Railroad avenues are 100 feet wide; all other 
streets are 70 feet wide. The blocks are 300x400 feet. 

“As far as physical advantages go, Douglas is one of 
the most admirably situated towns in the Southwest. 
Located out on a broad plain that slopes gently to the 
south, where the purifying breezes of this dry climate 
can have full play, the good health of the town is as- 
sured. A plentiful supply of pure water is obtained at 
a moderate depth, but at such a depth as to preclude 
contamination by sewage.” ;

Some fifty or sixty stones have been picked up 
at Cherokee Flat, the largest of which weighed more than 
two and one-quarter carats. In a lava-capped channel 
near Placerville a number of diamonds have been dis- 
covered. Messrs. Jacob Lyon, Thomas Potts, A. Brooks, 
E. Brentfield, Charles Reed, Jeffries, Thomas Ward, 
Cruson and Olmstead are among those who picked up 
the precious stones at that place. The last-named gentle- 
anan found one which brought him $300. One California 
diamond is known to have brought $500. A number have 
sold for $100 each, and numbers of others for half that 
sum. 

In every instance these diamonds have been found in 
earth or gravel, mixed with lava and volcanic ash, and 
associated with other voleanic matter, such as zircon, 
platinum, iridium, magnetite, etc. These conditions be- 
ing known, it is strange that more systematic prospect- 
ing has not been done for this stone.

Physicians as Advertising Agents. 


HE TIMES recenly wrote to aneeastern firm which 

manufactures an excelent hygienic food, adapted to 
mrtg class of invalids—one of the very few foods 
ot e kind favorably reported on by State and United 

tes analytical chemists—that they might greatly im- 
a the demand for their product by doing a little 
. Vvertising. A letter was received, of which the follow- 
ng are extracts: 

The principal reason that we are not advertising in a 
general way is on account of the feeling among phy- 
sicians, that it is a medico-health food, and physicians 
are appreciating it to such am extent that they are 
pleased to have the privilege of prescribing it and of 
having the people know about it through them. We are 
advertising wholly withthe physicians. They seem to 
appreciate this fact, and from many sources we have 
been advised that as long as we keep our advertising 
strictly ig the line of the medical field, the various so- 
cieties would support it much better. This has been 
borne out in our experience. At first we commenced to 
advertise somewhat in a general way, and found that 
it did not pay nearly so well. One dollar spent with the 
physicians seems to bring us better returns than several! 
dollars in newspapers or general advertising, so that we 
have adopted it as a system and are following it closely 
at present. . . . Whenever you speak or write about 
it is really for humanity's sake.” 

Now, in the language of the street, “wouldn't that jar 
you?” The professional ethics of the medical fraternity 
will not permit them to do any advertising themselves 
in the papers—that is to say, no paid advertising—but it 
seems that they are not disinclined to turn an “honest 
penny” by acting as advertising agents for others. 

This leads up to the inquiry: How many food prepara- 
tions, drugs and other things are thus “boosted” by pri- 
vate arrangement between the manufacturers and prac- 
ticing physicians? The @octrine of medical ethics seems, 
to an outsider, almost as difficult of comprehension as 
that of Christian Science. : 


A Simple Diphtheria Cure. 


pes following extract from a newspaper has been 
handed te The Times, with the request that it be 
published in this department: 

“Ruth Lockwood, the nine-year-old child of Thomas 
Lockwood, a compositor in the New York Times office, 
became violently il) with diphtheria on a Tuesday night. 
She was so weak that it was deemed dangerous to try 
tracheotomy or cutting open of the windpipe. On Thurs- 
day, Dr. Nichols of No. 117 West Washingicnr place, who 
was attending her, received a copy of the Paris i‘g-ro, 
which contained a report made to the French Academy 
of Medicine by Dr. Delthil, who said that the vapors of 
liquid tar and turpentine would dissolve the fibrinous 
exudations which choke up the throat. in croup and 
diphtheria. Dr. Delthil’'s process was d@3@ibed. He pours 
equal parts of turpentine and liquid tar into a tin pan or 
cup, and sets fire to the mixture. A _ dense resinous 
smoke arises, which obscures the air of the room. The 
patient immediately seems to experience relief; the 
choking and rattle stop; the patient falls into a slumber 
and seems to inhale the smoke with pleasure. The 
fibrinous membranes soon become detached, and the pa- 
tient coughs up the microbicides. These, when caught in 
a glass, may be seen to dissolve in the smoke. In the 
course of three days afterward the patient entirely re- 
covers. Dr. Nichols tried this treatment with little Ruth 
Lockwood, She was gasping for breath when he visited 
her. First pouring about two tablespoonfuls of liquified 
tar on an fron pan, he poured as much turpentine over 
it and set it on fire. As the rich resinous smoke filled 
the room, the child's breathing became natural, and. as 
it grew dense, she fell asleep with the above results.”

reference was made to a physician's criticism on the 
modern style of dancing, from a hygienic standpoint, the 
point being that under the stimulus of the surroundings, 
delicate women often overstrain themselves, and lay the 
foundation for many ailments peculiar to their sex. In 
reference to this article, the following communication 
has been received from a Los Angeles woman, who 
signs herself “An American Mother of an American 
Girl.” 

“In your Magazine Section of The Sunday Times of 
February 23, under the heading, Care of the Body, you 
published an article on ‘Dancing,’ which any self-re- 
specting girl or woman is bound to resent. 

“I do not wonder you suppress the name of the so- 
called physician. If you had suppressed the article, you 
would have done better. > 

“Hig statistics as to distances covered in an ordinary 
dance may be correct, also his assertion that few of the 
‘frail American girls’ but would ‘be horrified at the idea 
of walking five miles across country on a coo! ana pleas- 
ant day.’ If the learned (7) physician would continue 
his valuablé researches, he would, no doubt, discover 
that the ‘frail American girl’ is very much in the mi- 
nority, and that the joyous, light-hearted, light-footed 
American girl, who dances for the pure pleasure of keep- 
ing graceful, rhythmic time to exhilarating music, is the 
one who covers the three-quarters of a mile in the waltz, 
and that he himself is hopelessly behind the times when 
he speaks of the ‘galop’ and the ordinary square dance. 

“He insults every dancing American girl when he 
says ‘under the stimulus of bright lights, lascivious 
music, and close contact with persons of the opposite 
sex,’ etc. [These were remarks of The Times.—Ed.] 
What is ‘lascivious music” I never heard any. In my 
estimation the words are distinctly antagonistic. If a 


thing is lascivious, how can it possess beauty in any 
form, and music is beautiful? And there is no ‘close con- 
tact with persons of the opposite sex’ in the minuet, the 
eotilion and various other of the figure dances, which 
have displaced the old square dances, and yet they are 
quite as popular as the round dances. 

“As for the attractions of the opposite sex, how ac- 
count for the enthusiastic attendance at the little after- 
noon dance at our own Normal School, where the 
‘lascivious music’ is produced by one of the girls play- 
ing on a tin pan of a piano; the ‘bright lights’ are the 
light of God's sunshine, and where five-sixths of the girls 
dance with each other. for there are only twenty-six 
young men in the whole school to about four hundred 
young women, and very few of the former attend the 
dances. 

“I fear the anonymous physician has been pursuing 
his investigations in places where he should not, and 
where dissipations other than d cing are responsible 
to a certain extent for the hinte#at collapse on the fol- 
lowing day. We read in the papers of such places, but 
he should not publish them as examples of the modern 
American dancing party, or class the American girl 
with the habitues of such. 

“I advise the doctor to ‘go and get wise.” 

It may be true that the “frail American girl” is very 
much in the minority, but what percentage of American: 
girls, who reach the age of 26, are free from womb com- 
plaints and nervous ailments? 

It may readily be admitted that the majority of Amer- 
ican girls dance “for pure pleasure of keeping graceful, 
rhythmic time to exhilarating music.” Still. there is a 
great variety of disposition among women, as among 
men. There are some girls who cannot grasp the hand 
of a person of the opposite sex without feeling a thrill 
of animal passion, like an electric shock. Again, there 
are many to whom such feelings are entirely unknown. 

The correspondent says she never heard of “lascivious 
music.” This shows that she ig ignorant on the sub- 
ject. She should read the Kreutzer Sonata, by Tolstoi, 
which is based upon this theme. With music you may 
play upon the human passions as upon the keys of an 
instrument. This is a well-recognized fact. We may be 
sure that when the boy David played upon his harp to 
soothe the nerves of mad King Saul, he did not choose 
some melody like the “Marseillaise,” or the “Battle Hymn 
of the Republic.” Nor would a leader, who wished to 
key his followers up to deeds of valor and daring, order 
his military band to play “Ben Bolt” or “Home, Sweet 
Home.” Those are not the kind of tunes that make men 
grit their teeth and wait impatienlty for a chance to 
plunge their weapons into the vitals of the enemy. But 
there are such tunes, as we all know. Also are there 
tunes which arouse the sexual instincts. 

The correspondent does not understand how anything 
that is lascivious can possess beauty, in any form. This, 
again, shows that she has not investigated the question 
deeply. She should take a trip through the Orient—al- 
though it is not necessary to go so far to prove the error 
of this opinion. Ancient history abounds with stories 
of women whose beauty has brought the world to their 
feet, and who, if they were not lascivious, have no fitting 
adj ‘ive in the dictionary. Nor are we, surely, lacking 
in such exac ples in modern times. Unfortunately for 
the world,-beauty a»d virtue do not always go together. 
Some of the most deadly snakes are models of sym- 
metrical beauty, as are some of the most polsonouw 
flowers found in the tropics. 

As to the modern round dance, from the standpoint! 
of morality, or even decency, it would certainly have as. 
tonished the eyes of our great grandmothers. It aston 
ished Byron, as we may learn from his well-knowr 
verses on the subject, and he was certainly not a man tc 
be shocked at-trifles.

the delicate female organization of the normal gir). 
What effect it has upon the average man, we all know— 
and they sometimes admit it to each other, in the se- 
clusion of the club. If the girl is not affected in any 
manner by participating in an up-to-date modern waltz, 
it only shows that she Is devold of the sexual instinct, 
which, by the way, is the case with more civilized women 
of this generation than is usually supposed. We have 
become accustomed to this sort of thing, just as in the 
big cities they have grown accustomed to the extreme 
décolleté in dress, and other things of the kind. But 
because we are accustomed to such things, it does not by 
any means follow that they are right and fitting. It is 
not surprising that Orientals, when for the first time 
they visit a modern ballroom, open their eyes in won- 
der, and find difficulty in believing that the women who 
participate are respectable. : 

This, however, is drifting away from the main subject, 
which is, that the modern dance, lasting the greater part 
of the night, and usually held in rooms that are il!- 
ventilated, is exceedingly injurious to women of delicate 
constitutions who, under the etimulus of excitement, put 
forth a degree of exertion which they would be utterly 
unable to do in the daytime, in cold bioeod, and in the

His family were very proud of 


EVENING FUN. 


A NOVEL SOAP-BUBELE PARTY—TRICKS WITH 
NUMBERS.

Nothing gives greater pleasure, especially during the 
long evenings of winter, than the ability to perform 
some simple and yet mystifying tricks, or to be able 
to suggest some puzzles which seem to be “brain twis- 


ters.” 

Quite a number of soap bubble parties have been 
given, and the bubble blowing will always be popular. 
A novelty may be introduced by some member of a 
soap-bubble party which will mystify all the others if 
the party doing it can keep his secret. Let the one who 
is going to introduce the novelty fill the bow! of his 
Pipe, of course secretly, with cotton wool soaked in 
gasoline. He takes the place at the table and proceeds 
to blog bubbles in the ordinary manner, but there is 
this difference, the bubbles which qre blown from his 
pipe will be found to explode in a bright flame when 
approached with a light, much to the astonishment of 
the others, whose bubbles are only watery vapor, upon 
which light has §® effect except to dissolve them. 

Another interesfing trick can be played on the same 
evening because pipes are being used. Get two empty 
and clean pipes like those used for bubble blowing, pass 
them round for examination, and they will appear to 
be unprepared. The bowls are then placed one over 
the other, when the performer, by simply inserting the 
stems in his mouth, commences to blow clouds of smoke 
from the pipes. 

The explanation is as follows: In one of the bowls 
you have secretly poured a few drops of hydrochloric 
acid (spirits of salts,) while in the other you have 
placed a few drops of ammonia. It is not likely that 
the presence of so small a quantity of liquid, which 
most likely will have passed into the stem, will be no- 
ticed. The union of the two chemicals produces a thick 
vapor, which has all the appearance of smoke produced 
from tobacco. To vary the trick and add to the mys- 
tery a glass tumbler and a smal! tea plate may be pre- 
pared in the same way, by putting the hydrochloric acid 
_in the tumbler and the ammonia in the plate; to al! ap- 
pearance both are perfectly empty. You quickly place 
the plate over the tumbler, and cover both with a 
pocket handkerchief; you then begin to blow the cloud 
from your prepared pipes and removing the stem from 
your mouth order the smoke to enter the tumbigr; be 
careful not to get the acid in your mouth; get some one 
to remove the handkerchief and the tumbler will appear 
to be filled with the smoke. Everyone will wonder how 
you managed to do it, but you can keep your secret and 
make them think you possessed of occult powers. 

To prevent cl vuestioning the amateur should be 
prepared to follow up a trick with another or else with 
a@ puzzle or conundrum which takes the minds of those 
present from the last trick. 

For example, you may ask if they are aware of the 
peculiar properties of the numbers 37 and 73? They 
will answer in the negative and you will tell them that 
the number 37 being multiplied by each of the numbers 
in the arithmetical progression 3, 6, 9, 12, 15, and so on 
up to and including 27, all the products will be com- 
posed of three similar figures, and the sum is always 
equal to the number by which 37 was multiplied. For 
example: 


111 222 333 444 555 666 777 888. 999 

Add together the three figures in each product and 
you have the amount of the multiple. The number 73 
being multiplied by each of the forementioned progres- 
sive numbers, the products will terminate by one of the 
nine digits, in reverse order: 73 multiplied by 3 equals 
219, by 6 gives 438, by 9 equals 657, and so on unti) the 
termina! figures are 9, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, 3, 2 and 1. 


AN ARAB MARRIAGE PROCESSION. 

A marriage procession among the Arabs is a very 
elabqrate affair. The camel which bears the bride is 
decorated with bright henna dye on his neck and shoul. 
ders, while there are verses from the Koran inscribed 
on the hangings.

[Philadelphia Inquirer:] Little Miss Edna Higgin- 
bottom is the proud possessor of the finest and most 
novel collection pf mechanical toys in existence. It can 
be safely asserted that no similar set of playthings is to 
be found in the whole broad United States, not even the 
children of indulgent millionaire parents being able to 
boast such ingenious and attractive toys. 

Edna lives near Frankfort, this city, and her father, 
who made everyone of the toys himself, is an expert 
machinist and all-around mechanic, employed on spe- 
cial work in one of the large uptown machine shops. 

This marvélous collection of mechanical toys consists 
of a Ferris wheel, a carrousel, a toboggan slide, a set 
of swings, a scenic elevator and a loop-the-loop, all of 
which are exact copies of the real things themselves, 
and, like their originals, are run by real machinery. 

In the parlor of the Higgiabottom home these won- 
derful toys octupy a large platform, laid out to repre- 
sent a recreation park. There are shaded gravel paths, 
dotted with benches, beautiful green lawns and elabo- 
rate flower beds, and scattered over the grounds are to 
be found various places of amusement just the same as 
would be seen at a real park. 

A gas engine, also built by Mr. Higginbottom, and in- 
stalled in the cellar; operates the entire mechanism by 
a series of clever devices. When once started the two 
elevators in the scenic tower go up and down alter- 
nately, carrying doll passengers, and the carrouse!

Every year an addition is made to the display by some 
new feature, while one of the older toys is abandoned. 
This year Mr. Higginbottom construeted the loop-the- 
loop, which takes the place of the toboggan slide as the 
new feature. The loop-the-loop is the most fascinating 
of all the models.

When Mr. Higginbottom 
started six years ago to build the mechanical toys he 
did so with the intention of making them durable. Each 
year he has made them a part of his daughter's Christ- 
mas display, adding every season a fresh toy to keep 
up the novelty of the thing. Crowds of neighbors and 
the neighbors’ children blocked the street in front of 
the Higginbottom house on Christmas night, and every 
day sees a dozen or more visitors, some from the im- 
mediate vicinity and others from many squares distant, 
applying for admission to see the marvelous mechanical 
toys in operation. 

When. in motion the toys present an animated and in- 
teresting spectacle, the ingenuity displayed in the con- 
struction of the whole affair being such as to almost 
convince the spectator that he is viewing the real thing 
from some distant elevation. 


THE TITLE OF NICHOLAS II. 

Although the majority of newspapers, when speaking 
of Nicholas II1., call him the “Tsar,” many of our con- 
freres designate him yet under the name of “Czar.”

ELECTRIC AUTOMOBILES, 


The shortcomings of the automobile storage battery 
have been too well debated to need recounting, the 
principal charges against it being its uncertain mileage 
due to deterioration and its high maintenance cost. It 
has commonly been assumed that the only weak point 
of the electric vehicle of whatever kind was in the bat- 
tery and that the electrical and nfechanical efficiency 
left little room for improvement.

When vehicles of the same weight 
and speed vary so widely in electrical and mechanical 
efficiency that one will require 50 to 75 per cent. more 
energy than another, something is wrong. And yet this, 
we are informed by engineers who are in a position to 
make accurate observation, is a common occurrence.

{New York Sun:] A youngish man 
with a Van Dyke beard and a carefully 
cultivated bored look held the curious 
a theater audience between each of the 
acts the cther evening.

With his jeft thumb he touched a small 
mother-of-pearl button on the side of 
the box, and the lid flew open. Then, 
with a practised manner, he slowly 
dipped the forefinger and thumb of his 
right hand into the box and carried 
the pinch to his right noetril. The 
satisfaction produced by the deep nasa! 
inhalation that followed was pictured 
on his countene nce. Dipping again with 
the same digits of the same hand, he 
pleasured his left nostril in the same 
fashion, his face again assuming an 
expression of critical enjoyment. He 
snapped the lid of the box with a 
flourish then, and replaced it in his 
left coat tail pocket. 

Still standing, he reached back with 
his left hand to his right coat-tail 
pocket and produced therefrom a large 
purple silk handkerchief. He raised the

The fad started 
in London three or four years ago, and 
it has heen gradually catching on in 
New York among the large class of 
New York young men who have the 
time to devote to the cultivation of 
manner. That's what this present res- 
urrection of the snuff-taking habit 
largely amounts to—an opportunity for 
the display of manner. A finished chap 
who is inclined toe attitudinize can 
work in as much stage business in the 
handling of a snuff box as can a co- 
quettish woman with her fan. 

“But snuff is almost, if not quite, as 
insidious as cigareties, when the habit 
of taking it is once formed, nor does it 
take very long to form it, so that 
about nine-tenths of the men who, tn 
pursuance of the fad, began to take 
snuff for the chance it gave them to 
assume the manners of their ancestors 
—-thelr actualorsupposititiousancestors 
—have become so conformed in the lit- 
tle vice that they would find it a 
grievous hardship to knock it off. A 
snuff-taker of a few months’ steady 
addiction to the habit becomes so 
theroughly inoculated with nicotine 
that his system just fairly yells for 
the powder at frequent intervals.

I was unable to fill thelr 
orders, for I only had in stock a small 
quantity of the ordinary Scotch snuff 
that is once in awhile called for by old 
persons. The demand for different 
brands of snuff continued for some 
time before I finally sent for some 
snuff catalogues. I was astonished to 
find that about a hundred | different 
varieties are manufactured, most of it 
in the old country, and ranging in 
price from 80 cents a pound to $20 a 
pound. 

‘When I began te fll my snuff cus- 
tomers’ orders they came along in 
scores, ani for more than a year I've 
been doing a pretty big business in 
snuffs. All of my snuff customers, ex- 
cept the old men and women, who 
have been in the habit of taking snuff 
from away back yonder in the years 
when the practice was common, are 
young fellows who go a good deal into 
society. and, as always seems to be 
the case when people of the modern 
world adopt an old habit many of them 
carry the snuff-taking practice to ex- 
tremer, using such great quantities 
of it as to injure their health, al- 
though some of these tell me that they 
feel themselves powerless to throttle 
the habit they took up se lightly. Used 
with discretion snuff doesn't hurt a 
man any more than moderate smoking.

“I have asked a lot of these young 
fellows what first induced them to be- 
gin the snuff-taking practice, and as 
a rule they replied, "Because the other 
fellows are doing it...

“I am myself of the opinion that the 
current craze for antiquities, which aas 
involved the digging up of thousan 
of fine specimens eof seventeenth 
eighteenth century snuffboxés, has hud 
a lot to do with the resurrection of the 
snuff-taking habit. The intrinsic value 
alone of many of these old snuffboxes 
is great, and the workmanship of some 
of them can hardly be duplicated at 
any price today. 

“The gold and silveremiths and mo- 
saic artiéts of the period when snuff- 
taking was the universal minor vice 
throughout Europe devoted as much 
skill to the trontriving of fine snu‘f- 
boxes as they did to the fashioning of 
fine chronometers, end some of the 
gem-studded examples of eighteenth 
century snuffboxes are extraordinarily 
splendid affairs. 

“A considerable number of the young 
New Yorkers who have reverted to the 
snuff-taxing habit of the Knickerbock-

A HERO OF THE LAUNDRY. 


Industrious Young Colored Man Who 

Had Only One Suit of Clothes to 

Wear. 

[Christian Endeavor World:] In the 
graduating class at Tuskegee Insti- 
tute last year was a young colered 
man who stood well in the clags, and 
who was liked and respected by every- 
one connected with the schoel, but who, 
having had to pay his school expenses 
by work as he went along, reached this 
last end of his last year almost desti- 
tute of clothes. Mrs. Washington, the 
wife of the principal of Tuskegee In- 
stitute, gave’ this man a second-hand 
linen coat and vest; and, as the weeks 
passed, it was remarked by two or 
three persons who knew this man’s 
condition how well he kept his clothes, 
how neat they always looked. 

One of the features of the system 
at Tuskegee Institute is a Sunday- 
morning inspection of the rooms of all 
the students, to see that the rooms are 
being kept in neat condition and that 
the students themseives are neatly 
dressed. Maj. Ramsey, the achool’s 
military instructor, who has the gen- 
eral charge of the conduct of the young 
man, conducts the tna tion of the 
rooms of several hundred young men 
who room on the school grounds, and 
he is, accompanied on his tour by one 
or more of the young women teach- 
ers, probably on the theory that femi- 
nine eyes are quicker to see a bit of 
dirt In a corner, or notice if a tooth 
brush is missing. 

The inepection revealed the reason 

for the notably neat appearance of the 
clothes of the young man in the senior 
class. On three successive Sunday 
mornings he was discovered, having 
borrowed a flat-iron, in the act of 
pressing out his coat and vest, which 
he had washed and hung out to dry 
the night before. Now, laundry work 
on Sunday is so contrary to the regu- 
lations at Tuskegee that, when she 
found it being carried on for the third 
successive week, one of the young 
women on inspection felt it ber duty 
to report the matter to the principal 
of the school. 
’ Just what Mr. Washington said was 
not written down, but it was some- 
thing to the effect that if a man had 
but one suit of clothes he must have 
a chance to take care of it sometime, 
some w here. 

Possibly Mr. Washington's thought 
went back to some of his own expe- 
riences. I once heard him in Sara- 
toga, speaking to a great audience of 
people of his race, including many ex- 
tremely well-dressed young men and 
women, tell how he was once a hotel 
waiter in that city when he was so 
lacking for clothes that he had only 
one pair of socks, which he washed 
out Saturday night and hung to dry, 
that he might have them clean for 
Sunday. Then he went on to urge the 
young people not to spend all their 
wages for clothes, but to start a bank 
account.

He 
is a sort of clean-aproned Charon on 
a Whisky Styx, ferrying the multitude 
to perdition on the other side of the 
river. But what is your business 
there? 

You might as well be found inside 
an opiuin den. 

The drink swallowed at the bar 
braces you, does it? If you think you 
need a drink, you really need sleep, 
or better nourishment, or you need to 


live more sensibly. Drink will not 
give you what you need. It may for 
& moment make your nerves cease 


tormenting you. It may do in your sys- 
tem for an hour what opium does in 
the Chinese for a whole day. But if 
it lifts you up high, it drops you down 
hard. 
And remember: 
There is no such thing as moderate 
drinking at a bar. 
You think you can take your occa- 
sional drink safely and philosophize 
about the procession that passes the 
bartender. 
But the bartender knows that you 
are no different from the others. They 
all began as you are beginning. They 


own forerunners. 

They were once as you are, and the 
bartender knows that the chances are 
ail in favor of your being eventually 
like one of them. 

Even like the poor, thin, nervous 
drinker of hard whisky, who once 
wondered why men: drink too much. 

The bartender’s procession is a sad 
one, and you who atil!l think yourself 
safe are the saddest atom in the line, 
for you ‘are there without sufficient 
excuse, 

it is a long procession and Its end 
is far off. 

It is born of the fact that life is 
dull, competition is keen, and ambi- 
tion so often ends in sawdust failure. 

A better chance for strugglers, a 
more generous reward for hard work, 
better organization of social! life, sv- 
lution of the great unsolved problem 
of real civilization, will end the bar- 
tender’s procession. 

Meanwhile, keep out of it if you 


can. And be giled if it can be sus- 
temporarily at least, on Sun- 
ays. ‘

But Madagascar was being talked of 
in Paris and London, its position on 
the sea route by the Cape to Indta and 
the Kast was important, and it was 
known to be rich in minerals and of 
fruitful soil. With all of this in their 
minds, and with Zanzibar, also in the 
consideration, French and English 
statesmen drew up the treaty of Tam- 
atave, and Ranavalo lost her kingdom. 

Diplomaticaliy speaking, that agree- 
ment was a “quid pro quo.” England 
was to establish a protectorate over 
Zanzibar and France would permit it, 
inasmuch as England would say noth- 
ing to a French protectorate over 
Madagascar. The inhabitants of the 
two islands were not consulied, of 
course, but it so chanced that while 
the Zanzibarese made no least objec-
